London  in  the  Year  I860. 

London  its  growing  greater  every  day,  and  within  its  present  bounds,  extending 
over  122  square  miles  of  territory,  the  population  amounted  by  computation  to 
3,037,991  souls.  In  its  midst  is  the  ancient  city  of  London  within  and  without 
the  walls,  inhabited  at  night  by  about  100,000  people,  while  around  it,  as  far  as  a 
radius  of  15  miles  stretches  from  Charing  Cross,  an  ever  thickening  ring  of  people 
extends  within  the  area  which  the  Metropolitan  Police  watches  over,  making  the 
whole  number  on  an  area  of  687  square  miles  around  St.  Paul’s  and  Westminster 
Abbey  3,521,267  souls. 

This  population  has  many  interests  in  common  as  regards  water,  air,  sewage 
lighting,  streets,  railways,  poor,  government,  as  well  as  police  ;  and  many  of  its 
members,  residing  in  the  outer  zones  at  night,  transact  business  by  day  in  offices, 
shops,  markets,  courts,  clustered  in  the  centre  of  the  metropolis.  Thus  there  are 
daily  currents  inwards  and  outwards,  and  the  people  are  blended  together  in  a  thou¬ 
sand  Avays,  so  as  to  form  a  natural  community. 

The  national  census  is  taken  in  England  to  shoAv  in  each  place  the  numbers 
found  during  the  census  night,  as  they  represent  the  population  Avith  which 
the  deaths  and  other  important  statistical  elements  can  be  compared.  The 
corporation  of  the  city  of  London,  however,  very  naturally  struck  by  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  fact  that  the  population  returned  at  the  census  within  the  ancient 
limits  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lord  Mayor  Avas  only  113,387,  and  was  con¬ 
stantly  declining,  so  that  in  a  few  years  he  might  appear  to  be  left,  by  night, 
the  lord  of  an  empty  realm  ( mania  regno,)*,  determined  to  take  a  census  to  catch 
the  throng  of  people  in  the  city  during  the  day.  This  has  been  done  Avitli  con¬ 
siderable  labour,  and  the  results  are  published  in  an  interesting  report  by  Mr.  LaAvley 
and  by  Mr.  Scott,  the  Chamberlain. f  They  sIioav  by  their  Day  census  in  April  18 66 
that  283,520  persons  reside  during  the  active  hours  of  the  day  in  the  city  of  London,

where  only  113,387  persons  were  found  by  the  national  census  on  April  8th  1861,  and 
where,  at  the  rate  of  decrease  observed  between  1851  and  1861,  there  could  have 
been  no  more  than  about  102,887  in  the  middle  of  1866.  The  classes  that  come 
and  go,  they  say,  “  comprise  some  of  the  most  influential,  wealthy,  and  enterprising 
“  of  our  fellow  countrymen  ;  bankers,  merchant-princes,  brokers,  and  wholesale 
«  traders,  carrying  on  business  which  has  no  parallel  in  the  world,  and  contributing 
“  in  the  aggregate  a  larger  share  of  the  public  revenues  than  any,  and  even  than  all 
“  similar  classes  in  other  parts  of  the  empire.”*  This  is  true  enough,  but  the 
reporters  probably  underrate  the  residents  when  they  go  on  to  say  that  “  the  night 
“  population  of  the  city  consists  to  a  great  extent  of  the  caretakers  of  city  pre- 
“  mises  and  their  families,  and  of  tradesmen  and  others  too  inconsiderable  to 
“  possess  a  suburban  or  other  residence.”  For  the  census  shows  among  the  night 
population  a  number  of  clergymen,  lawyers,  physicians,  surgeons,  merchants,  and 
respectable  tradesmen,  who,  it  is  to  be  presumed,  form  a  chief  part  of  the  con¬ 
stituency  of  the  wards  by  which  the  232  common  councilmen  and  aldermen  are 
elected.  The  reporters  enumerate  679,744  passengers  into  the  city  in  the  16  hours 
between  3  a.m.  and  9  p.m.,  a  number  necessarily  greater  than  the  number  of  persons 
entering,  as  the  same  person  often  enters  and  is  counted  more  than  once.  A  similar 
but  a  less  extensive  movement  of  the  people  to  and  from  Westminster  and  the 
other  central  districts  of  the  metropolis  is  going  on  :  in  Manchester,  Liverpool,  and 
all  the  large  cities  of  the  kingdom,  the  same  thing  is  met  with.  The  great  boroughs 
overflow  on  all  sides. 

While  the  other  towns  of  the  kingdom  are  mainly  governed  under  the  Municipal 
Act  by  councils  elected  by  open  voting  (5  &  6  Wm.  IV.  c.  76.),  the  city  of 
London  is  left  in  the  enjoyment  of  its  ancient  privileges,  and  the  rest  of  the 
metropolis  is  governed  by  38  parish  vestries  or  boards  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Metropolitan  Management  Act  (18  &  19  Viet.  c.  120.)  The  government  in  the 
38  bodies  consists  of  2279  vestrymen  elected  by  ballot.  The  city  of  London 
has  a  common  council  of  232  members,  including  the  Lord  Mayor  and  25  aldermen. 
The  metropolis  has  thus,  in  the  aggregate,  2511  members  in  its  39  Parliaments. 
Each  district,  as  well  as  the  City,  sends  one  or  two  members  to  the  Metropolitan 
Board  of  Works,  consisting  of  a  chairman  and  43  representatives.  Every  district 
is  bound  under  the  Act  of  Parliament  to  appoint  one  or  more  health  officers  ; 
and  St.  George,  Hanover- square,  has  appointed  2,  Poplar  2,  Wandsworth  5, 
Plumstead  4,  and  each  of  34  districts  1,  making  in  the  aggregate  47  medical 
officers,  who  have  rendered  the  people  of  London  excellent  service  during  the 
year.  Woolwich  has  some  pretence  for  not  appointing  a  medical  health  officer,  and 
has  availed  itself  of  the  privilege. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works  extends  over  the  whole 
area  of  the  London  registration  Division,  except  Mottingham  ;  it  also  takes  in 
the  hamlet  of  Penge,  which  is  in  the  Croydon  registration  district,  and  contained 
around  the  Crystal  Palace  5015  people  in  1861,  on  an  area  of  840  acres.  The 
rateable  annual  value  of  property  by  the  county  rate  assessment  for  1867  is 
15,261,999/.;  the  amount  required  by  the  Metropolitan  Board  for  that  year  from 
the  several  parishes  is  222,167/.,  including  26,380 /.  from  the  city  of  London,  which 
enjoys  an  annual  income  from  all  sources  of  about  200, 000/. | 

An  additional  table  is  now  given,  showing  the  mortality  in  the  several  districts 
under  the  Metropolitan  Board,  which  is  entrusted  with  carrying  out  the  drainage

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and  other  public ‘works  for  improving  the  health  of  Loudon.  The  results  deserve 
careful  study.  They  measure  the  efficiency  of  local  administration. 

The  main  drainage  sewers,  with  the  exception  of  the  northern  low  level,  are 
now  in  active  operation.  They  were  commenced  in  January  18^,9,  and  formally 
opened  on  April  4th,  1865.  The  length  of  these  main  sewers  is  83  miles  ;  and 
with  the  pumping  stations  and  other  works  cost  about  j., 200, 000/.  They  carry 
off  the  drainage  of  about  t  t  y  square  miles,  having  a  population  estimated  by  the 
Board  at  3,800,000.  The  sewage  intercepted  daily  amounts  to  14,000,000  cubic 
feet,  equivalent  to  396,406  cubic  metres,  or  to  about  as  many  tons  by  weight  ;* 
the  quantity  discharged  at  Barking  from  the  sewers  north  of  the  Thames  being 
to  the  quantity  discharged  from  the  southern  sewers  at  Crossness  in  the  proportion 
of  10  to  4.  The  report  of  the  Board  justly  refers  to  the  necessity  of  a  constant 
and  abundant  water  supply  for  London,  both  for  domestic  use  and  for  the  purifi¬ 
cation  of  the  sewers  ;  but  it  does  not  refer  to  the  defect  in  that  part  of  the  present 
drainage  system  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  vestry-boards,  and  still  deprives 
the  people  of  the  full  advantages  that  the  main  drainage  is  destined  to  bestow. 

The  mortality  of  London  was  above  the  average  in  nearly  all,  except  the  west 
and  the  south  districts  ;  but  the  excess  in  the  east  districts  was  exceptionally 
great,  for  it  was  .34  instead  of  26  per  1000,  owing  to  a  violent  explosion  of 
cholera  in  the  field  of  the  East  London  Water  Company. 

13,054  of  the  80,129  deaths  in  London  took  place  in  public  institutions  ;  7,088 
of  them  in  the  46  workhouses  under  the  control  of  the  vestries  and  boards  of 
guardians;  4980  in  the  London  general  and  special  hospitals  ;  95  in  px-isons. 

The  meteorology  of  the  year  pi’esented  some  peculiarities.  The  mean  tempe- 
rature  was  half  a  degree  above  the  avei’age  of  25  years  ;  but  it  was  not  so  cold 
in  the  winter  and  autumn,  nor  so  warm  in  the  spring  and  summer  months  as 
usual.  The  mean  temperature  of  June  was  above  the  average  of  that  month  ;  the 
mean  day  temperature  at  Greenwich  having  been  73  •  2,  the  mean  night  tempe¬ 
rature  52  •o°.  The  wind  blew  142  days  from  the  West  ;  60  from  the  East  ;  101 
from  the  South,  and  62  from  the  North.  The  daily  amount  of  horizontal 
movement  was  274  miles  ;  while  in  the  previous  year  it  was  222  miles.  The 
rainfall  was  30' 5  in.,  which  is  1  in.  above  the  average  of  15  years.

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  a  summary  of  the  results  obtained  in  my 
analyses  of  the  metropolitan  waters  during  the  year  1866.  These  results  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  accompanying  five  tables,  marked  respectively  A.,  B.,  C.,  D.,  and  E. 

Table  A.  records  the  amount  of  solid  impurity  left  on  evaporation  and  desiccation 
at  120° — 130°  C,  (248° — 266°  F.)  of  100,000  parts  by  weight  of  water.  Table  B. 
the  loss  which  this  solid  matter  suffered  on  incineration.  Table  C.  the  amount  of 
oxygen  required  to  oxidize  the  organic  matter  contained  in  100,000  parts  of  the 
water  ;  and  Table  D.  the  degrees  of  hardness,  or  parts  of  carbonate  of  lime  (or  its 
equivalent  of  other  hardening  salts)  contained  in  the  same  weight  of  water.  Thus 
in  January  1866  we  find,  on  referring  to  Table  A.,  that  100,000  lbs.  of  the  water 
delivered  to  consumers  by  the  Chelsea  company  contained  30’ 12  lbs.  of  solid 
impurity,  of  which,  as  shown  by  Table  B.,  1*44  lb.  was  driven  off  by  incineration. 
From  Table  C.  we  learn  that  ’1184  lb.  of  oxygen  was  required  to  oxidize  the 
organic  matter  in  100,000  lbs.  of  the  said  Chelsea  water  ;  whilst  from  Table  D.  we 
find  that  21 ‘4  lbs.  out  of  the  30’ 12  lbs.  of  total  solid  impurity  consisted  of  car¬ 
bonate  of  lime  or  other  soap-destroying  material,  which  communicates  to  all  the 
water  delivered  in  London  its  excessive  hardness. 

Table  E.  exhibits  a  comparison  between  the  years  1865  and  1866  as  regards  the 
composition  and  properties  of  the  waters  supplied  to  the  metropolis.  From  this 
table  it  will  be  seen  that,  with  two  exceptions,  the  New  River  and  South  Essex, 
all  the  waters  were  harder,  and  contained  more  solid  impurity  in  1866  than  in 
I860.  The  water  delivered  by  the  New  River  Company  was  softer,  and  contained 
less  solid  impurity,  whilst  the  South  Essex  Company’s  water  contained  less  solid 
impurity  but  was  harder  in  1866  than  in  1865.  With  one  exception  the  organic 
and  other  volatile  matter  was  in  every  case  markedly  less  in  1866  than  in  1865. 
The  exception  is  the  water  of  the  New  River  Company,  which  exhibits  a  very 
slight  excess  of  this  matter  in  1866  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The 
amount  of  oxygen  required  to  oxidize  the  organic  matter  contained  in  the  waters 
was  also  less  in  1866  than  in  1865,  with  two  exceptions,  viz.,  in  the  New  River 
and  South  Essex  Company’s  waters.  It  must  be  remarked,  however,  that  in  this 
respect  the  Kent,  South  Essex,  and  New  River  Company’s  waters  are  greatly 
superior  to  those  of  all  the  other  companies  in  both  years.

Weekly  returns  are  now  published  of  the  births,  deaths,  rate  of  mortality,  and 
meteorology  in  12  large  towns  of  the  United  Kingdom,  besides  London  ;  Sheffield 
and  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  being  now  added  for  the  first  time.  The  population  of 
the  13  towns  in  the  middle  of  the  present  year  is  estimated  at  6,122,894,  and  they 
stand  upon  an  area  of  177,817  acres,  nearly  equal  to  278  square  miles. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  January  6th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4353  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3490.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  30  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1127  boys  and  1125  girls,  in  all  2252  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2085. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1520.  It  was  the 
first  week  of  the  year,  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with 
a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1585.  The  deaths  in  the  present  return 
are  less  by  65  than  the  estimated  amount,  and  less  by  83  than  the  number 
registered  in  the  preceding  week. 

Eighty-four  deaths  occurred  from  fever,  57  from  whooping-cough,  34  from  scar¬ 
latina,  15  from  small-pox,  and  49  from  measles.  The  Registrar  of  the  sub-district 
of  St.  Giles  North  reports  that  measles  is  very  prevalent ;  6  deaths  from  this  disease 
were  registered  by  him  during  the  week. 

An  attendant  at  the  British  Museum,  aged  39  years,  died  on  the  30th  December 
at  145  Seymour-street,  Pancras,  of  cholera. 

A  female  servant,  aged  25  years,  died  on  the  27th  December  at  the  Workhouse, 
Marylebone,  of  “  consumption,  accelerated  by  want  and  exposure.” 

163  persons  died  from  phthisis,  219  from  bronchitis,  104  from  pneumonia,  and 
73  from  diseases  of  the  heart. 

The  following  deaths  were  registered  as  resulting  from  carriage  accidents  : — 

A  cab  proprietor,  aged  49  years,  died  on  25th  December  at  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital.  Run  over  by  an  omnibus. 

A  coachman,  aged  37  years,  died  on  26th  December  at  Middlesex  Hospital. 
Run  over  by  a  cab. 

A  cowkeeper,  aged  29  years,  died  on  29th  December  at  16  Elizabeth-place, 
Kennington.  Thrown  from  a  cart  by  collision  with  a  brougham. 

A  carman,  aged  31  years,  died  on  26th  December  at  Guy’s  Hospital.  Run 
over  by  a  van  in  Bermondsey. 

The  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  3  years,  was  killed  on  27tli  December  in  Ber¬ 
mondsey  by  a  van  passing  over  him. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  26  per  1000  in  London,  25  in  Edin¬ 
burgh,  and  29  in  Dublin  ;  45  in  Liverpool,  35  in  Manchester,  36  in  Salford,  29  in 
Birmingham,  33  in  Leeds,  34  in  Sheffield,  32  in  Bristol,  36  in  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
30  in  Hull,  and  31  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  32  per  1000  during  the 
week  ending  the  30th  ult.,  when  the  temperature  was  24 '0°  Fahrenheit  lower 
than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  28  per  1000.

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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

The  highest  rate  of  mortality  during  the  week  occurred  in  Liverpool ;  during 
last  quarter  the  annual  rate  of  mortality  in  this  town  was  33  per  1000,  and  the 
deaths  from  typhus  averaged  47  weekly  ;  during  last  week,  of  the  417  deaths  (at 
the  annual  rate  of  45  per  1000)  48  were  referred  to  typhus,  26  to  measles,  12  to 
scarlatina,  and  19  were  inquest  cases.  Whooping-cough  was  very  fatal  last  week 
in  some  parts  of  Manchester  and  Birmingham. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  ’685  in.  The  barometrical  reading  increased  from  29 '31  in.  on 
Wednesday  to  29 '95  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the 
week  was  43*2°,  which  is  6 ‘5°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years 
(as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  highest  day  temperature  was  5 1 '8°  on 
Thursday.  The  lowest  night  temperature  was  32 '2°  on  Saturday.  The  entire 
range  of  temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  19 ‘6°.  The  mean  of  the  highest 
temperatures  of  the  water  of  the  Thames  was  42 '7°  ;  that  of  the  lowest  was  41  ’6°. 
The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  84,  complete  saturation  being  repre¬ 
sented  by  100.  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  0-52  in.  The  general  direction  of  the 
wind  was  south-west.

with  the  diseases  of  the  organs  affected.  Cases  of  “neglect”  and  “cold,”  except  when  the  result  of  “  privation  ” 
(Class  1.;  3;  l)  are  placed  under  deaths  by  “accident  or  negligence”  (V.;  3  ;  7).  As  “stricture  of  the  urethra”  is 
almost  invariably  the  result  of  gonorrhoea  it.  is  classed  as  T. :  2  :  2. 

In  the  years  1856-57  cyanosis  and  spina  bifida  were  classed  with  other  malformations ;  and  the  violent  deaths  were  not 
distinguished  according  t  o  Orders. 
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In  the  "week  that  ended  on  Saturday  January  13th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  3995  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3453.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  29  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  967  boys  and  961  girls,  in  all  1928  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2045. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1506.  It  was  the 
second  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with 
a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1675.  The  deaths  returned  for  last  week 
are  less  by  169  than  the  number  obtained  by  calculation. 

The  most  fatal  diseases  in  the  zymotic  class  at  the  present  time  are  whooping- 
cough  and  typhus,  each  of  which  is  returned  as  having  caused  72  deaths  in  the 
week.  Typhus  was  fatal  in  5  cases  iu  the  sub-district  of  Poplar,  and  in  4  in  that 
of  Battersea.  Whooping-cough  was  chiefly  fatal  in  the  East  districts,  where  almost 
half  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  that  disease  occurred. 

There  were  170  deaths  from  phthisis  (or  consumption),  204  from  bronchitis, 
100  from  pneumonia. 

On  3d  January  at  20  Lizard-street,  City-road,  the  wife  of  a  law  writer,  aged  42 
years,  died  of  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  accelerated  by  exposure  and  insufficient 
covering  by  day  or  night. 

On  26th  December,  at  31  Summerford-street,  Bethnal-green,  a  box-maker,  aged 
70  years,  died  of  disease  of  the  heart,  accelerated  by  want  of  sufficient  food  and 
other  necessaries. 

The  following  3  deaths  from  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered  in 
the  week  : — 

An  engineer,  aged  59  years,  run  over.  Died  on  4th  January  at  25  Montague- 
street,  Russell-square. 

The  wife  of  a  general  dealer,  aged  43  years,  run  over  by  a  van.  Died  on 
29th  December  in  the  Royal  Free  Hospital. 

A  potatoe  salesman,  aged  20  years,  run  over.  Died  on  6th  January  in 
Spitalfields. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  26  per  1000  in  London,  26  in 
Edinburgh,  and  31  in  Dublin  ;  42  in  Liverpool,  34  in  Manchester,  31  in  Salford, 
31  in  Birmingham,  37  in  Leeds,  29  in  Sheffield,  32  in  Bristol,  29  in  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  29  in  Hull,  and  33  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  30  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  6th  inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  13 '7°  Fahrenheit 
lower  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  26  per  1000. 

The  rate  of  mortality  in  Liverpool,  although  still  so  far  above  that  of  any  of  the 
twelve  other  towns  of  the  United  Kingdom,  shows  some  reduction  upon  the  return 
of  the  previous  week ;  the  389  deaths  registered  last  iveek  included  45  from  typhus, 
16  from  scarlatina,  15  from  measles,  and  21  inquest  cases.  Whooping-cough  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  very  fatally  prevalent  in  some  parts  of  Birmingham.  Iu  the  borough 
ot  Southampton  the  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  27  per  1000  ;  the 
epidemic  of  scarlatina  from  which  this  town  has  suffered  during  the  last  three 
months  is  on  the  decline  ;  only  3  deaths  were  last  week  referred  to  this  disease.

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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

At  tlie  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29-195  in.  The  reading  was  29 -93  in.  on  the  morning  of  Sunday;  it 
fell  to  28  ‘65  in.  on  Thursday,  and  rose  to  29 -83  in.  on  Friday.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  was  36  ’9°,  which  is  1°  above  the  average 
of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaislier).  The  highest 
day  temperature  was  49 '6°  on  Monday.  On  Friday  the  thermometer  fell  to  23-8°, 
on  Saturday  to  23 ’7°  ;  on  five  days  it  fell  below  the  freezing  point  of  water. 
The  mean  daily  range  of  temperature  was  13 ‘5°.  On  Thursday  the  range  was 
6  •  9  ;  on  Saturday  24  •  6°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature 
and  air  temperature  was  3 ' 5°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  87, 
complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100,  which  point  was  almost  reached  on 
Saturday.  South-west  and  west  were  the  prevailing  directions  of  the  ivind  ;  but  on 
Thursday  it  blew  from  north-east.  The  rain  or  melted  snow  measured  2  ■  41  in. 
On  Monday  an  extremely  heavy  gale  of  wind  prevailed  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  day,  in  Avliich  a  pressure  tvas  recorded  of  33  lbs.  on  the  square  foot  ;  a  greater 
pressure  than  any  previously  recorded  at  the  Royal  Observatory.  On  the  same 
day  at  Liverpool  the  recorded  pressure  was  30 -  4  lbs.  on  the  square  foot. 

At  Greenwich  on  Thursday  morning  at  an  early  hour  rain  fell  heavily,  but 
changed  to  snow  about  four  o’clock  a.ji.,  Avliich  fell  thickly  till  three  o’clock  p.ai., 
accompanied  in  the  afternoon  by  lieaA-y  gusts  of  wind.  The  depth  of  the  snow  on 
the  level  Avas  about  7  inches,  and  produced  the  very  large  amount  of  1*4  inch  of 
Avater.  The  specific  gravity  of  this  snoAv  was  more  than  double  its  usual  value,  as 
a  foot  in  thickness  of  fresh  fallen  snow  generally  produces  an  inch  of  Avater.

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In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  January  20th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4668  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3590.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  31  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1149  boys  and  1097  girls,  in  all  2246  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2081. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1569.  It  was  the 
third  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with  a 
correction  for  increase  of  population,  1641.  The  number  of  deaths  actually  returned 
is  less  by  72  than  that  obtained  by  calculation. 

Whooping-cough  is  the  most  fatal  disease  in  the  zymotic  class  according  to 
the  present  return,  and  it  is  recorded  in  78  cases.  There  are  69  deaths  from 
typhus;  38  from  scarlatina;  38  from  measles;  16  from  small-pox.  To  phthisis 
165  deaths  are  referred;  to  bronchitis  188;  to  pneumonia  110;  to  disease  of  the 
heart  59.  The  corrected  average  for  bronchitis  in  corresponding  weeks  of  previous 
years  is  266  ;  the  mildness  of  the  season  is  favourable  to  persons  liable,  to  this 
complaint,  and  the  mortality  from  it,  as  compared  with  the  average,  is  low. 

On  29th  December  at  6  Cranbrook-street,  Bethnal-green,  the  wife  of  a  weaver, 
aged  49  years,  died  from  “  want  of  food  and  necessaries.  Censure  on  husband  and 
mother.” 

On  10th  January,  a  hawker,  aged  60  years,  died  from  “  disease  of  the  heart, 
accelerated  by  destitution.”  Was  found  dead  in  Bethnal-green. 

On  12th  January,  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  a  labourer,  aged  35  years,  died  from 
“  chloroform  administered  during  an  operation.” 

The  following  7  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered  in 
the  week  : — 

A  coal-weigher,  aged  63  years,  fell  from  a  van.  Died  on  4th  January  in  the 
Iloyal  Free  Hospital. 

The  widow  of  a  coachman,  aged  75  years,  run  over  by  a  van.  Died  on 
8th  January  in  the  Iloyal  Free  Hospital. 

The  son  of  a  coach-trimmer,  aged  1 1  years,  run  over  by  an  omnibus.  Died 
on  8th  January. 

A  surveyor,  aged  52  years,  fell  from  an  omnibus  on  account  of  insufficient 
construction  of  seat.  Died  on  8th  January  in  the  German  Hospital. 

A  carman,  aged  17  jmars,  run  over.  Died  on  16th  January  .in  the  London 
Hospital. 

The  widow  of  a  dairyman,  aged  82  years,  run  over  by  a  cart.  Died  on 
4th  January  at  10  Ileddon-street,  Golden-square. 

A  wine  cellarman,  aged  55  years,  run  over  by  a  van  in  Redcross-strcet, 
Southwark.  Died  on  10th  January. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  27  per  1000  in  London,  28  in 
Edinburgh,  and  31  in  Dublin  ;  44  in  Liverpool,  42  in  Manchester,  33  in  Salford, 
29  in  Birmingham,  34  in  Leeds,  29  in  Sheffield,  31  in  Bristol,  41  in  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  26  in  Hull,  and  33  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  35  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  13th  Inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  5 1 1°  Fahrenheit 
lower  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  26  per  1000.

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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '740  in.  The  barometric  pressure  fell  to  29 '53  in.  on  Tuesday,  rose  to 
30‘09in.  on  Wednesday,  and  fell  to  29'43  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature 
of  the  air  in  the  week  was  46 '9°,  which  is  10  •  3°  above  the  average  of  the  same 
week  in  50  years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  temperature  was  much 
above  the  average  on  every  day;  and  this  excess  was  13  9°  on  Sunday;  and 
about  10°  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday.  The  mean  degree  of 
humidity  of  the  air  was  84,  complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  The 
wind  blew  from  the  south-west.  The  rain-fall  was  O'  62  in.,  -which  was  measured 
on  five  days,  but  chiefly  on  Monday  and  Tuesday.

The  Table  may  be  read  thus  :  100,000  pounds  of  the  Chelsea  Water  contained  30' 1’2  lbs.  of  solid  matter, 
of  which  1 '44  lbs.  of  organic  and  other  matters  were  driven  off  by  incineration.  11841b.  of  oxygen  was 
required  to  destroy  organic  matter  in  the  said  quantity  of  Chelsea  Water.  Of  the  solid  matter  21 '4  lbs.  are 
carbonate  of  lime  or  its  equivalent;  of  which  15' 9  lbs.  are  got  rid  of  by  boiling,  and  5'5  lbs.  remain. 

The  second  column  of  this  Table  contains  the  amount  of  solid  matter  left  ou  evaporation  and  desiccation 
at  120°  C.  -  130°  C.  (218°  F.  —  2(56°  F.) 

The  results  are  recorded  in  100,000  parts.  By  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  right  the  above 
figures  express  in  milligrams  the  quantity  contained  in  one  kilogram  of  the  several  waters. 

*  The  degree  of  hardness  hitherto  employed  by  chemists  is  that  first  proposed  by  Dr.  T.  Clark,  viz.,  one 
grain  of  carbonate  of  lime,  or  its  equivalent,  to  one  Imperial  Gallon  of  Water,  or  one  part  in  70,000.  The 
degrees  of  hardness  used  in  the  above  Table  are  readily  converted  into  Clark’s  degrees  by  multiplying  by  7 
aud  then  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  left. 

The  majority  of  the  waters  contain  a  larger  quantity  of  solid  impurity  than  in 
the  preceding  month  ;  the  three  exceptions  to  this  rule  arc  in  the  waters  supplied 
by  the  Southwark,  Lambeth,  and  New  River  Companies.  The  organic  and  other 
volatile  matters  have  slightly  decreased  in  the  case  of  the  waters  supjdied  by  the 
Chelsea,  Southwark,  and  Vauxhall  and  Grand  Junction  Companies  ;  the  rest  of  the 
waters  exhibit  an  increase  in  these  ingredients  over  December  1865.  A  comparison 
of  the  above  Table  with  that  of  last  month  will  show  a  very  remarkable  diminution, 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  with  respect  to  the  oxygen  required  to  oxidize  the  organic 
matters. 

The  waters  of  the  Chelsea,  Southwark,  and  Vauxhall  and  Lambeth  Companies 
were  turbid  when  drawn  from  the  Companies’  mains.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Koval  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  20th  January 

[Under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Astronomer  Royal.] 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House , 
January  29th,  1866. 

In  the  "week  that  ended  on  Saturday  January  27th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4681  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3243.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  28  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1090  boys  and  1059  girls,  in  all  2149  children,  wero 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  connected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2110. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1363.  It  was  the 
fourth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with  a 
correction  for  increase  of  population,  1605.  The  actual  number  is  less  than  that 
obtained  by  computation  by  242. 

Nearly  equal  numbers  of  deaths  were  referred  in  the  week  to  phthisis  and 
bronchitis  ;  to  the  former  169,  to  the  latter  171.  The  corrected  average  for 
phthisis  is  170;  that  for  bronchitis  is  245.  The  low  rate  of  mortality  from 
bronchial  disease  is  apparently  due  to  the  mild  character  of  the  season.  There 
were  15  deaths  from  small-pox,  43  from  measles,  37  from  scarlatina,  47  from 
whooping-cough,  56  from  typhus,  12  from  diarrhoea. 

At  52  Clarendon-square,  Somers-town,  on  17th  January,  the  daughter  of  a 
commercial  traveller,  aged  6  years,  died  of  “  cholera  morbus,  accelerated  by  a  clot 
of  blood  in  the  heart.”  ( Inquest .) 

On  the  24th  January,  at  the  London  Hospital,  a  turner,  aged  30  years,  died  of 
“  hydrophobia  from  the  bite  of  a  dog.” 

At  6  Chamber-street,  Whitechapel,  on  25th  January,  the  son  of  a  tailor,  aged 
3  weeks,  died  of  “  exhaustion  from  want  of  nourishing  food.” 

An  engineer,  aged  18  years,  died  in  St.  George’s  Hospital  of  “  lnemorrhage 
from  the  brachial  artery  severed  by  the  glass  of  a  skylight.”  The  deceased  slipped 
when  removing  snow  from  the  skylight,  and  died  in  1^  hour.  A  man,  aged  36 
years,  died  in  the  same  hospital  from  “thrombus  of  the  basilar  artel’}".” 

The  2  following  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered  in 
the  week  : — 

A  porter,  aged  61  years,  run  over  by  a  cart  in  Fleet-street.  Died  on 
23d  January. 

The  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  one  year,  run  over  by  a  cart.  Died  on 
22d  January  in  Whitefriars-street,  Fleet-street. 

The  deaths  in  the  City  of  New  York  in  the  two  weeks  ending  on  1st  and  8th 
January  were  406  and  433.  The  population  in  1860  was  805,658. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  23  per  1000  in  London.  28  in 
Edinburgh,  and  27  in  Dublin  ;  42  in  Liverpool,  33  in  Manchester,  34  in  Salford, 
26  in  Birmingham,  38  in  Leeds,  31  in  Sheffield,  33  in  Bristol,  33  in  Newcastle-on- 
Tyne,  26  in  Hull,  and  29  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  37  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  20th  inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  10 ’6°  Fahrenheit 
lower  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  26  per  1000. 
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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  TVeeh. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  30' 138  in.  The  mean  daily  reading  was  above  30  in.  on  every  day  after 
Monday.  The  barometric  pressure  fell  to  29  "63  in.  on  Monday,  and  rose  to 
30 ’50  in.  on  Thursday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  was  43 '1°, 
which  is  5 ’3°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as  determined  by 
Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average  throughout 
the  week  ;  and  on  the  first  two  days  this  excess  was  about  1 1°.  The  thermometer 
fell  to  the  freezing  point  of  water  on  Wednesday,  and  to  nearly  the  same  point  on 
the  two  following  nights.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature 
and  air  temperature  was  3 '6°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  ot  the  air  was  87, 
complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  There  was  rain  to  the  amount  of 
O’ 23  in.,  all  of  which  fell  on  Monday.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  February  3d  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4400  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3351.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  29  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1100  boys  and  1071  girls,  in  all  2171  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2185. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1417.  It  was  the 
fifth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with  a 
correction  for  increase  of  population,  1549.  The  actual  number  was  less  by  132 
than  that  obtained  by  computation. 

Bronchitis  has  been  decreasing  slowly  during  the  last  four  weeks.  The  number 
of  fatal  cases  referred  to  it  in  the  first  week  of  the  year  was  219  ;  in  the  present 
return  it  is  161.  The  deaths  from  pneumonia  also  exhibit  a  decrease  ;  and  the 
number  in  the  week  is  76.  Phthisis  was  fatal  in  178  cases. 

There  were  21  deaths  from  small-pox.  In  the  North  districts  there  were  6 
(3  of  which  were  in  the  Small-pox  Hospital)  ;  in  the  Central  districts  one  ;  in 
the  East  districts  8  ;  and  in  the  South  districts  6.  None  in  the  West  districts. 
Of  66  deaths  from  whooping-cough,  7  were  in  Islington  West  sub-district,  and 
6  in  that  of  the  Hackney-road.  There  were  19  deaths  from  diarrhoea. 

At  6  Little  Hermitage-street,  St.  George-in-the-East,  on  26th  January,  the  wife 
of  a  general  labourer,  aged  53  years,  died  of  “  cholera.”  There  was  also  a  fatal 
case  of  cholera  infantum. 

In  the  Adelaide-road,  Hampstead,  a  gentleman,  aged  79  years,  died  of  exhaustion 
following  variola. 

At  27  Matilda-street,  Hackney-road,  on  8th  January,  a  needlewoman,  aged  48 
years,  “  asthma  accelerated  by  destitution.”  {Inquest.) 

The  following  four  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered 
in  the  week  : — 

A  carman,  aged  76  years,  run  over  by  a  van  on  London  Bridge.  Died  on 
24th  January  in  Guy’s  Hospital. 

A  cowkeeper,  aged  61  years,  run  over  by  his  van  at  Lewisham.  Died  on 
25th  January  in  Guy’s  Hospital. 

The  son  of  a  general  dealer,  aged  11  years,  run  over  by  a  van.  Died  on 
26th  January  in  Skinner-street,  Somers-town. 

A  house-painter,  aged  37  years,  rupture  of  liver,  knocked  down  by  a  cab. 
Died  on  23d  January  in  University  College  Hospital. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  24  per  1000  in  London,  29  in 
Edinburgh,  and  28  in  Dublin  ;  33  in  Manchester,  28  in  Salford,  32  in  Birmingham, 
j  34  in  Sheffield,  34  in  Leeds,  33  in  Bristol,  27  in  Hull,  34  in  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
and  29  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  38  per  1000  during  the  week  ending 
the  27th  ult.,  when  the  temperature  was  6-8°  Fahrenheit  lower  than  in  the  same 
week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  23  per  1000.

Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

Sotthamptox. — In  the  population  of  this  borough  (estimated  to  the  middle  of  this  year  at 
54,531)  370  deaths  were  registered  during  last  quarter,  giving  an  annual  rate  of  mortality  for 
the  period  of  28  per  1,000  persons  living.  Scarlatina  was  very  fatal  throughout  the  quarter,  and 
although  it  had  declined  since  Christmas,  it  appears  to  have  again  become  more  prevalent  during 
last  week,  when  7  deaths  were  referred  to  this  disease.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  in  the 
borough  during  last  week  was  38  per  1,000. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '553  in.  The  atmospheric  pressure  was  30 '05  in.  on  the  morning 
of  Sunday  ;  it  fell  to  29‘  13in.  on  Friday,  and  rose  to  29’82  in.  on  Saturday.  The 
mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  was  45  ‘1°,  which  is  7'1°  above  the 
average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean 
daily  temperature  was  above  the  average  throughout  the  week  ;  and  on  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday  this  excess  was  from  9°  to  13°.  The  mean  daily  range  of 
temperature  was  10-8°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature 
and  air  temperature  was  4-4°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  85, 
complete  saturation  being  x’epresented  by  100.  The  general  directions  of  the 
wind  were  60uth-west  and  west.  The  amount  of  rain  was  0- 68  in.,  most  of  which 
fell  on  the  last  two  days.

In  tiie  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  February  10th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4642  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3165.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  27  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1166  boys  and  1149  girls,  in  all  2315  children,  wero 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2194. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1316.  It  was  the 
sixth  week  of  the  year,  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with 
a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1509.  The  number  actually  returned  is 
less  by  193  than  that  obtained  by  computation. 

The  mortality  from  bronchitis,  as  well  as  that  from  pneumonia,  exhibits  a  slow 
but  constant  decrease  on  the  deaths  in  previous  weeks  ;  the  former  complaint 
being  recorded  in  145  cases,  the  latter  in  67.  There  were  154  deaths  from 
phthisis.  The  most  fatal  of  the  zymotic  diseases  was  whooping-cough,  which  was 
returned  in  58  cases,  and  almost  as  fatal  was  typhus  returned  in  55.  Thirty-seven 
young  persons  died  from  scarlatina. 

The  total  deaths  referred  to  pulmonary  diseases  (exclusive  of  phthisis)  were 
237  against  a  corrected  average  of  348  ;  those  caused  by  zymotic  diseases  were 
293  against  a  corrected  average  of  325. 

The  following  7  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered  in 
the  week  : —

on  5th  February  in  Rochester-row,  Westminster. 

A  groom,  aged  57  years,  fell  from  a  carriage.  Died  on  14th  January  in 
Middlesex  Hospital. 

A  scavenger,  aged  63  years,  jammed  between  the  curb  and  the  wheel  of  a 
cart  driven  by  himself  in  Fetter-lane.  Died  on  28th  January  in  King’s 
College  Hospital. 

A  labourer,  aged  34  years,  fell  on  the  footboard  of  a  Ilausom  cab.  Died 
3d  February  in  Wells-street,  Camberwell. 

The  widow  of  a  labourer,  aged  56  years,  run  over  by  a  cab.  Died 
2d  February  in  Westminster  Hospital. 

A  spinster,  aged  82  years,  run  over  by  a  cart  in  Long-lane.  Died 
5th  February  in  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital. 

The  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  8  years,  knocked  down  by  a  dog  cart.  Died  on 
29th  January  in  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  22  per  1000  in  London,  21  in  Edin¬ 
burgh,  and  30  in  Dublin  ;  29  in  Bristol,  34  in  Birmingham,  37  in  Liverpool,  34 
in  Manchester,  31  in  Salford,  33  in  Sheffield,  35  in  Leeds,  22  in  Hull,  30  in  New-

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castle-upon-Tyne,  and  28  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  35  per  1000  during 
the  week  ending  the  10th  inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  5 ’7°  Fahrenheit  lower 
than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  24  per  1000. 

At  the  Koyal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  624  in.  The  atmospheric  pressure  rose  to  29 '91  in.  on  Sunday,  and  fell 
to  29 '33  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  was  45*8°, 
which  is  7 ‘2°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as  determined 
by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average  throughout 
the  week;  and  this  excess  was  equal  to  12°  on  Tuesday.  The  difference  between 
the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  5 '5°.  The  mean  degree 
of  humidity  of  the  air  was  81,  complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  On 
Friday  the  humidity  was  as  much  as  97.  The  wind  was  usually  in  a  south¬ 
westerly  direction.  The  rain-fall  was  9-10ths  of  an  inch.  A  severe  thunder¬ 
storm  occurred  at  Manchester  on  Sunday,  the  4th  inst. ;  and  at  Hull  and  other 
places  in  the  North  of  England  there  w-ere  storms  of  more  or  less  violence  on  the 
same  day.  At  Hull  snow  fell  during  the  storm.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  February  17th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4459; 
the  deaths  registered  3301.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  28  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1069  boys  and  1024  girls,  in  all  2093  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2132. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1365.  It  was  the 
seventh  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with 
correction  for  increase  of  population,  1467.  The  true  number  was  100  deaths  less 
than  that  obtained  by  calculation. 

Typhus  was  fatal  in  65  cases,  whooping-cough  in  56,  scarlatina  in  36,  measles 
in  30,  small-pox  in  25,  diarrhoea  in  24.  Six  children  died  of  whooping-cough  in 
the  Hackney-road  sub-district,  4  in  that  of  Peckham.  Bronchitis  and  pneumonia 
continue  on  the  decline  ;  there  were  131  deaths  in  the  week  from  the  former,  and 

59  from  the  latter.  To  phthisis  170  deaths  were  referred. 

On  the  7th  inst.  at  2  Pembroke-street,  Islington,  the  wife  of  a  cabman,  aged 
28  years,  died  of  “  cholera  morbus  after  eating  fish.”  {Inquest.) 

On  the  lltli  inst.  at  31  Broad-street,  Golden-square,  a  milkwoman,  aged  about 

60  years,  died  of  “  exhaustion  from  extreme  cold,  and  want  of  sufficient  food  ; 
found  insensible,  and  died  in  a  few  minutes.” 

The  following  three  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered 
in  the  week  : — 

A  carman,  aged  50  years,  run  over  by  a  cart.  Died  on  7tli  February  in 
University  College  Hospital. 

The  wife  of  a  courier,  aged  76  years,  run  over  in  the  Euston-road.  Died  on 
3d  February. 

A  cabman,  aged  66  years,  fell  from  a  cab.  Died  on  8th  February  in  the 
Royal  Free  Hospital. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  23  per  1000  in  London,  28  in 
Edinburgh,  and  29  in  Dublin  ;  27  in  Bristol,  32  in  Birmingham,  44  in  Liverpool. 
34  in  Manchester,  31  in  Salford,  31  in  Sheffield,  38  in  Leeds,  26  in  Hull,  31  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  30  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  44  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  10th  inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  1  -0°  Fahrenheit 
lower  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  22  per  1000. 

Fever  continues  very  fatal  in  Leeds  and  Salford.  In  the  latter  borough  the 
insufficiency  of  accommodation  for  receiving  into  the  union  workhouse  all  the  fever

patients  requiring  admittance  has  drawn  the  attention  of  the  guardians  of  the  poor 
and  other  local  officers  to  the  excessive  prevalence  of  this  disease.  The  return 
for  last  week  from  Liverpool  shows  408  deaths,  an  increase  of  61  upon  those 
returned  in  the  previous  week  ;  they  include  42  from  typhus,  17  from  whooping- 
cough,  14  from  scarlatina,  and  25  inquest  cases. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  342  in.  The  barometric  pressure  fell  to  28 '48  in.  on  Sunday,  and 
rose  to  29  •  85  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  38 ’9°,  which  is  CP  6°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  thermometer  fell  below  the  freezing  point  of 
water  on  three  nights,  and  on  two  other  nights  was  below  34°.  The  difference 
between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  4  •  3°.  The 
mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  85,  complete  saturation  being  represented 
by  100,  which  point  was  almost  attained  on  Friday.  The  wind  blew  generally 
from  the  south-west  and  north-west.  There  was  rain  to  the  amount  of  1*79  in., 
nearly  all  of  which  fell  on  Sunday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  17th  February  1866. 

[Under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Astronomer  Royal.] 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
February  2 6th,  1866. 

In  the  iteek  that  ended  on  Saturday  February  24th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4709  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3638.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  31  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1189  boys  and  1161  girls,  in  all  2350  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2135. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1630.  It  was  the 
eighth  week  of  the  year,  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with 
a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1503.  The  present  return  is  not  of  a 
favourable  character,  for  the  actual  deaths  exceed  the  number  calculated  for  the 
third  week  of  February  by  127. 

Small-pox  appears  to  be  gradually  on  the  increase  ;  and  the  fatal  cases  referred 
to  it  last  week  were  26,  of  which  number  1 1  were  returned  as  having  occurred  in 
the  Small-pox  Hospital.  Forty-six  deaths  from  measles  were  recorded,  37  from 
scarlatina,  11  from  diphtheria,  70  from  whooping-cough,  69  from  typhus,  18  from 
diarrhoea.  The  mortality  from  pulmonary  diseases  became  decidedly  heavier  ;  the 
deaths  from  phthisis,  which  had  been  154  and  170  in  the  two  previous  weeks,  rose 
to  214  ;  those  from  bronchitis  which  had  been  145  and  131  rose  to  210,  while  in 
the  last  three  weeks  those  from  pneumonia  were  successively  67,  59,  and  95.  The 
deaths  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  (exclusive  of  phthisis)  were  337, 
the  corrected  average  being  349. 

At  18  Wellington-street,  Bromley,  on  the  18th  February,  a  boiler-maker,  aged 
32  years,  died  of  “  hydrophobia  from  the  bite  of  a  dog.”  {Inquest.) 

The  following  3  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered  in 
the  week : — 

The  wife  of  a  carpenter,  aged  40  years,  run  over  by  a  cab.  Died  on  14th 
February  at  6  Clark’s-buildings,  St.  Giles’s. 

A  commercial  traveller,  aged  72  years,  knocked  down  by  a  Hansom  cab.  Died 
on  23d  February  in  Westminster  Workhouse. 

A  tanner,  aged  66  years,  run  over  by  a  dray  at  Dockhead,  lived  a  fortnight. 
Died  on  16th  February  in  Guy’s  Hospital. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  28  per  1000  in  London,  38  in  Edin¬ 
burgh,  and  29  in  Dublin  ;  31  in  Bristol,  34  in  Birmingham,  40  in  Liverpool,  35 
in  Manchester,  36  in  Salford,  37  in  Sheffield,  38  in  Leeds,  27  in  Hull,  26  in  New¬ 
castle-upon-Tyne,  and  32  in  Glasgow. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 ' 865  in.  The  barometrical  pressure  rose  to  30*20  in.  on  Wednesday, 
and  fell  to  29*54  in.  on  Friday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  was 
36’2°,  which  is  2*6°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as  deter¬ 
mined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  air  was  cold  on  the  first  three  days,  and  the  mean 
temperature  continued  below  the  average  till  Friday.  On  the  first  five  nights  the 
thermometer  fell  below  the  freezing  point  of  water.  The  difference  between  the

mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  4  *  5°.  The  mean  degree  of 
humidity  of  the  air  was  84,  complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  The 
rain-fall  was  only  O’ 04  in. 

The  Registrar  General  has  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  the  London  Water  Companies 
who  have  all  furnished  him  with  the  average  daily  supply  of  Water  for  the  month  of  January. 
It  appears  that  the  average  daily  supply  is  at  the  rate  of  206  gallons  of  water  per  house,  including 
manufactories  ;  or  26  gallons  to  each  person.  The  Analysis  of  the  Waters  for  February  is  by 
Professor  Frankland,  F.R.S.,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry.

The  Table  may  be  read  thus  :  The  Chelsea  Water  Company  supplied  26,436  houses  and  an  average  daily 
quantity  of  7,658,800  gallons  in  the  month  of  January :  100,000  pounds  of  Chelsea  Water  in  February 
contained  31 '14  lbs.  of  solid  matter,  of  which  2'59  lbs.  of  organic  and  other  volatile  matters  were  driven 
off  by  incineration.  '09121b.  of  oxygen  was  required  to  destroy  organic  matter  in  the  said  quantity  of 
ChelseaWater.  21'1  lbs.  are  carbonate  of  lime  or  its  equivalent. 

The  fourth  column  of  this  Table  contains  the  amount  of  solid  matter  left  on  evaporation  and  desiccation

The  results  are  recorded  in  100,000  parts.  By  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  right  the  above 
figures  express  in  milligrams  the  quantity  contained  iu  one  kilogram  of  the  several  waters. 

*  The  degree  of  hardness  hitherto  employed  by  chemists  is  that  first  proposed  by  Dr.  T.  Clark,  viz.,  one 
grain  of  carbonate  of  lime,  or  its  equivalent,  in  one  Imperial  Gallon  of  Water,  or  one  part  in  70,000.  The 
degrees  of  hardness  used  in  the  above  Table  are  readily  converted  into  Clark’s  degrees  by  multiplying  by  7, 
and  then  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  left. 

In  comparison  with  the  month  of  January  the  majority  of  the  waters  exhibit  an  increase  in  the 
total  amount  of  solid  impurity  :  the  West  .Middlesex,  New  River,  and  East  London  Companies 
waters  form  the  only  exceptions  to  this  rule.  The  amount  of  organic  and  other  volatile  matter  is 
also  greater  in  all  the  waters  except  those  of  the  Grand  Junction,  Lambeth,  East  London,  and  South 
Essex  Companies.  Lastly,  a  larger  quantity  of  oxygen  is  required  for  the  oxidation  of  the  organic 
matter  than  in  the  preceding  month ;  the  Chelsea,  Grand  Junction,  South  Essex,  and  Lambeth 
Companies’  waters  only  being  excepted. 

The  waters  of  the  Chelsea,  Southwark ,  Lambeth,  New  River,  and  East  London  Companies  were 
turbid  when  drawn  from  the  Companies’  mains.

(Class  1. :  8;  1),  aro  placed  under  deaths  by  “accident  or  negligence”  IV.;  1;  7).  As  “stricture  of  the  urethra”  is 
almost  invariably  the  result  of  gonorrhoea  it  is  clawed  as  I.;  2  ■  2. 

•In  the  years  1S56-57  cyanosis  and  spina  bifida  were  classed  with  other  malfonnations ;  and  the  violent  deaths  were  not 
distinguished  according  to  Orders, 
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In  the  'week  that  ended  on  Saturday  March  3d  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4409  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3620.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  31  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1026  boys  and  1061  girls,  in  all  2087  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2172. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1545.  It  was  the 
ninth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with 

I  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1481.  The  actual  number  returned  for  the 
week  is  in  excess  of  the  calculated  number  by  64. 

The  recent  coldness  of  the  weather  accounts  for  the  increase  of  the  mortality. 
The  deaths  had  been  less  than  1400  in  the  first  and  second  weeks  of  February, 
hut  they  rose  to  1630  in  the  third  week,  and  now  there  is  a  decrease  of  nearly 
a  hundred  deaths  on  the  last  number.  In  the  last  three  weeks  the  deaths  from 
bronchitis  were  successively  131,  210,  and  230;  those  from  pneumonia  in  the 
same  times  59,  95,  and  60  ;  those  from  phthisis  170,  214,  and  201.  The  mean 
temperature  in  each  of  the  last  four  weeks  was  45 ‘8°,  38 •  9°,  36 ’2°,  and  (last 
week)  34*4°.  In  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  year  the  mean  weekly  temperature 
was  only  in  one  instance  below  43°.  The  air  became  decidedly  colder  iu  the 
second  week  of.  February. 

Small-pox  was  fatal  in  16  cases  ;  measles  in  43  ;  scarlatina  in  35  ;  typhus  in 
51  ;  diarrhoea  in  24. 

At  20  Sidney-grove,  Islington,  on  20th  February,  the  widow  of  a  blacksmith, 
aged  69  years,  died  of  “  embolism  of  pulmonary  artery,  accelerated  by  destitution.” 
(Inquest.) 

The  following  7  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 
The  son  of  a  carman,  aged  17  years,  killed  by  the  upsetting  of  a  van.  Died 
on  26th  February  in  the  East  India-road,  Poplar. 

A  carman,  aged  42  years,  run  over.  Died  on  24th  February  in  the  W cst 
London  Hospital. 

A  pauper,  aged  75  years,  run  over.  Died  on  26th  February  in  the  Broadway, 
Hammersmith. 

A  cab-driver,  aged  21  years,  thrown  from  a  cab  in  City-road  by  collision 
with  another  cab  ;  lived  20  hours.  Died  on  19th  February  in  St.  Bartho¬ 
lomew’s  Hospital. 

A  fishmonger,  aged  47  years,  fell  from  a  cart  in  the  Strand ;  lived  32  hours. 

Died  on  23d  February  in  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital. 

A  carman,  aged  34  years,  injured  from  the  blow  of  a  waggon  wheel.  Died  on 
25th  February  in  the  London  Hospital. 

The  daughter  of  a  cabinet-maker,  aged  5  years,  knocked  down  by  a  cart. 
Died  on  27th  February  in  the  London  Hospital.

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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  26  per  1000  in  London,  27  in 
Edinburgh,  and  32  in  Dublin  ;  29  in  Bristol,  33  in  Birmingham,  45  in  Liverpool, 
37  in  Manchester,  37  in  Salford,  35  in  Sheffield,  39  in  Leeds,  26  in  Hull,  36  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  33  in  Glasgow. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '331  in.  The  barometric  pressure  was  29' 71  in.  on  Sunday,  and  it 
fell  to  29 -01  in.  on  Wednesday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  34-4°,  which  is  5  "6°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average 
on  every  day  after  Sunday  ;  and  on  Wednesday  the  amount  of  defect  was  8 ‘6°,  on 
Thursday  as  much  as  11  ’9°.  On  the  last  five  nights  the  thermometer  fell  below 
the  freezing  point  of  water ;  on  Thursday  the  temperature  was  as  low  as  22  •  5°. 
The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was 
5  •  5°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  80,  complete  saturation  being 
represented  by  100.  The  wind  blew  on  Sunday  and  Monday  from  the  south-west ; 
afterwards  generally  from  the  north-east.  The  rain-fall  was  0*74  in.,  most  of  it 
on  Sunday  and  Tuesday.  Snow  fell  on  three  days.

General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
March  12th,  1866. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  March  10th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4586  ; 
the  deaths  registered  4155.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  Avas  35  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1157  boys  and  1115  girls,  in  all  2272  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  Aveeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2128. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  Avere  1829.  It  Avas  the 
tenth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  Aveek  is,  Avitli  a 
correction  for  increase  of  population,  1498.  The  mortality  in  the  Aveek  Avas  ex- 
F  cessively  high  ;  for  the  actual  return  exceeds  the  estimated  number  by  331  deaths. 
The  weather  was  cold  for  the  season,  as  Avill  be  seen  in  the  meteorological  notes  ; 
and  the  fill  of  the  temperature  has  lasted,  Avith  slight  intermission,  nearly  four 
weeks. 

The  total  deaths,  which  had  been  1545  in  the  previous  week,  rose  to  1829  last 
week  ;  of  which  numbers  those  Avhich  occurred  under  20  years  of  age  rose  from 
^  729  to  823  ;  those  at  the  age  20-60  years  from  463  to  595  ;  and  those  at  60  years 
and  upwards  rose  from  348  to  411. 

There  were  228  deaths  referred  to  phthisis,  the  corrected  average  being  177  ; 
285  to  bronchitis,  against  an  average  of  186  ;  and  93  to  pneumonia,  the  average 
for  which  is  94.  Scarlatina  was  fatal  in  54  cases,  9  of  Avhich  Avere  in  the  sub¬ 
district  of  Poplar,  7  in  Mile-end  Old  Toavii. 

A  locksmith  died  on  the  8th  inst.  in  the  Workhouse,  Whitechapel,  of  “  decay.” 
His  age  as  stated  in  the  register  of  deaths  Avas  105  years. 

A  young  man  died  in  the  London  Hospital  of  “  elephantiasis  of  both  legs  ; 
albuminuria  ;  pneumonia.” 

A  domestic  servant  died  of  “  disease  of  the  heart,  accelerated  by  fretting  from 
|  seduction  and  desertion.”  ( Inquest .) 

A  nurse,  domestic  servant,  aged  24  years,  died  of  “  psoriasis  inveterata  (8  years)  ; 
blood  poisoning  (3  days).” 

The  folloAving  6  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered  in 
the  week  : — 

A  baronet,  aged  68  years,  erysipelas  from  Avound  of  scalp  after  fell  in  the 
street.  Died  on  7th  March  at  the  Great  Western  Hotel.  [It  has  been 
explained  by  the  Coroner  that  the  deceased,  whose  sight  Avas  defective, 
fell  by  running  against  a  horse  which  had  been  pulled  up,  and  Avas 
standing  at  the  moment  of  the  accident.] 

A  coAv-keeper’s  assistant,  aged  19  years,  throAvn  out  of  a  cart  in  the  Maryle 
bone-road.  Died  on  27th  February  in  St.  George’s  Hospital. 

A  carman,  aged  29  years,  fell  out  of  a  cart.  Died  on  2d  March  in  the  West¬ 
minster  Hospital. 

A  chimney  sweeper,  aged  38  years,  fell  from  the  step  of  a  cart.  Died  on 
5th  March  at  7  Upper  Ogle-street,  Marylebone. 

A  breAver’s  servant,  aged  21  years,  run  over  by  a  dray  in  the  Bethnal-green- 
road.  Died  on  2d  March  in  St.  BartholomcAv’s  Hospital. 

A  cabman,  aged  40  years,  fell  from  a  cab.  Died  on  6th  March  at  1  Johanna- 
street,  LoAvcr-marsh,  Lambeth.

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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  31  per  1000  in  London,  42  in 
Edinburgh,  and  35  in  Dublin  ;  37  in  Bristol,  33  in  Birmingham,  55  in  Liverpool, 
46  in  Manchester,  32  in  Salford,  36  in  Sheffield,  41  in  Leeds,  26  in  Hull,  30  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  35  in  Glasgow. 

During  the  first  seven  weeks  of  the  present  year,  when  the  mean  temperature 
of  the  air  was  41*5°,  the  average  annual  rate  of  mortality  in  the  aggregate  popu¬ 
lation  (6,122,894)  of  the  thirteen  large  towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  29  per 
1000.  In  the  last  three  weeks,  the  mean  temperature  having  fallen  to  35 ‘1°,  the 
annual  rate  of  mortality  has  increased  to  32  per  1000. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '538  in.  The  barometric  pressure  fell  to  29 '02  in.  on  Wednesday, 
and  rose  to  30 ’23  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  36  *8°,  which  is  3  *4°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  has  been  below  the 
average  constantly  for  thirteen  days.  The  lowest  night  temperature  in  the  week 
was  27 ' 5°  on  Sunday  the  4th  inst.,  and  the  thermometer  fell  below  the  freezing 
point  of  water  on  three  other  nights,  and  on  the  remaining  three  nights  to  a 
point  but  little  above  it.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature 
and  air  temperature  w-as  5 ‘4°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  81, 
complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  The  wind  was  chiefly  north-north¬ 
east  on  the  last  three  days.  The  tenth  part  of  an  inch  of  rain  fell.

(Class  I. ;  3;  l),arc  placed  under  deaths  by  “accident  or  negligence  ”  (V. ;  3 ;  7).  As  “stricture  of  the  urethra”  is 
almost  invariably  the  result  of  gonorrhoea  it  is  classed  as  I. :  2 :  2. 

In  the  years  185(1-57  cyanosis  anu  spina  bifida  were  classed  with  oilier  malformations ;  and  the  violent  deaths  were  not 
distinguished  according  to  Orders. 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
March  19  th,  1866. 

In  the  'week  that  ended  on  Saturday  March  17th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4582  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3983.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  34  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1140  boys  and  1078  girls,  in  all  2218  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2174. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1738.  It  was  the 
eleventh  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with 
a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1511.  The  mortality  of  the  week  was 
heavy,  for  it  exceeded  the  computed  number  by  227  deaths. 

But  though  the  deaths  are  very  numerous,  they  exhibit  a  decrease  of  nearly  a 
hundred  on  those  of  the  previous  week,  in  which  the  number  rose  to  1829. 
Phthisis  was  returned  in  219  cases,  the  corrected  average  being  183  ;  bronchitis 
in  267  cases  against  an  average  of  184;  pneumonia  in  111  cases  against  an 
average  of  106.  The  deaths  at  60  years  of  age  and  upwards  were  417,  almost 
the  same  number  as  that  of  the  previous  week  ;  while  the  deaths  of  young  persons 
showed  a  decline.  It  is  evident  from  these  facts  that  the  late  change  of  tempera¬ 
ture  had  an  unfavourable  effect  on  the  public  health,  especially  among  adults 
suffering  under  pulmonary  complaints. 

Fatal  cases  of  small-pox  and  measles  rose  in  the  week  ;  the  former  to  28,  tho 
latter  to  60. 

A  boy,  aged  17  years,  died  on  the  2d  inst.  at  9  Bates-terrace,  Wandsworth-road, 
from  “  cold  and  exposure,  and  want  of  food  acting  on  a  diseased  condition  of  body 
and  brain.”  (Inquest.) 

A  labourer,  aged  30  years,  died  in  the  Workhouse,  Lambeth,  from  “  tamia; 
phthisis.” 

The  widow  of  a  ground  labourer  died  on  the  11th  March  at  30  Salisbury  - 
street,  Marylebone,  of  “  diseased  heart,  dropsy,”  at  the  age  (as  registered)  of  106 
years.  Mr.  Wilson,  the  Registrar,  writes  as  follows  : — “  This  woman  was  a  Creole, 
a  native  of  Jamaica.  The  informant  had  always  during  twenty  years  heard  her 
state  her  age  in  accordance  with  that  now  recorded.  There  appears,  however, 
to  be  no  written  evidence,  and  her  relations  are  all  dead.” 

The  following  3  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered  in 
the  week  : — 

The  son  of  a  stationer’s  porter,  aged  6  years,  run  over  by  a  horse  and  cart. 
Killed  instantly,  in  Princes-street,  Lambeth. 

A  tailor,  aged  30  years,  fell  from  a  dog-cart.  Died  on  13th  March  in  tho 
German  Hospital. 

Tho  daughter  of  a  carpenter,  aged  2  years,  run  over  by  a  van.  Died  on 
6th  March  in  Winchester-street,  Clerkenwell. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  30  per  1000  in  London,  38  in 
Edinburgh,  and  31  in  Dublin  ;  40  in  Bristol,  30  in  Birmingham,  57  in  Liverpool, 
39  in  Manchester,  30  in  Salford,  37  in  Sheffield,  38  in  Leeds,  34  in  Hull,  26  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  35  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  37  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  10th  inst.,  when  tho  temperature  was  5 ‘8°  Fahrenheit 
higher  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  31  per  1000. 

[11.] 
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Birtht  and  Deaths  registered  last  Weeh. 

The  continued  excessive  mortality  in  Liverpool  calls  for  special  remark  ;  the 
annual  rate  of  mortality,  which  in  the  previous  week  had  been  55  per  1000,  rose 
last  week  to  57.  During  the  past  11  weeks  of  the  present  year  the  rate  has 
averaged  45.  The  530  deaths  returned  last  week,  which  exceeded  the  corrected 
average  weekly  number  by  249,  included  132  from  zymotic  diseases,  of  which  45 
were  referred  to  typhus,  36  to  whooping-cough,  and  12  to  scarlatina.  206  of  the 
deaths  resulted  from  diseases  of  the  lungs,  including  phthisis. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '396  in.  The  barometric  pressure  was  30  •  23  in.  on  Sunday;  and 
it  fell  to  28 '97  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  39  ‘3°,  which  is  2 ‘2°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the 
average  on  the  first  five  days  ;  and  on  Wednesday  the  defect  was  equal  to  9 ’4°. 
The  thermometer  fell  below  the  freezing  point  of  water  on  three  nights.  The 
difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  6  "4°. 
The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  78,  complete  saturation  being  repre¬ 
sented  by  100.  The  rain  measured  was  0-17  in.,  all  of  which  fell  on  Saturday. 
A  thermometer  on  the  grass  gave  a  reading  as  low  as  18 ‘5°  on  Wednesday,  on 
which  day  the  temperature  of  the  air  fell  to  25  •  7°.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  March  24th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4557  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3808.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  32  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  BiRTns  of  1150  boys  and  1069  girls,  in  all  2219  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2132. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1649.  It  was  the 
twelfth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is,  with 
a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1498.  The  mortality  exhibits  a  decrease 
on  that  of  the  two  previous  weeks  ;  but  it  is  still  exceedingly  high,  for  the  deaths 
are  in  excess  of  the  number  computed  for  the  third  week  of  March  by  151. 

Twenty-two  deaths  were  registered  as  having  occurred  in  the  Pancras  Work- 
house  between  the  12th  and  18tli  inst.  inclusive.  Mr.  Lance,  the  Registrar, 
writes  :  “  The  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  are  now  nearly  2,000  in  number  ;  an 
“  immense  quantity  of  houses  had  been  pulled  down  in  the  parish  to  make  way 
“  for  the  Midland  Railway  works,  and  whole  families  have  been  obliged,  in 
“  consequence,  to  go  into  the  Workhouse,  not  having  been  able  to  find  other 
“  accommodation.” 

Eight  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Small-pox  Hospital  between  the  18th  and 
23d  inst.  inclusive.  Mr.  Watts,  the  Registrar,  states  that  6  of  the  deceased 
persons  had  not  been  vaccinated,  and  on  the  two  others  the  operation  had  apparently 
been  performed  with  doubtful  effect.  The  disease  is  not  confined  to  any  quarter,  the 
present  cases  having  been  brought  from  Dalston,  Lambeth,  St.  Luke  Middlesex, 
Camberwell,  Bethnal-green,  and  Marylebone.  The  hospital  is  full,  and  patients 
have  been  refused  admission. 

A  young  woman,  whose  age  was  only  14^  years,  died  after  childbirth.  A 
woman,  aged  42  years,  died  from  epilepsy  after  eating  a  mussel  at  supper. 

The  following  8  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

The  son  of  a  carpenter,  aged  9  years,  thrown  under  the  wheel  of  a  waggon. 
Died  on  12th  March  at  St.  George’s  Hospital. 

A  carman,  aged  68  years,  jammed  between  two  carts  near  Newington-green. 
Died  on  21st  March  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital. 

A  fish-dealer,  aged  25  years,  fell  from  a  cart.  Died  on  19th  March  in  the 
London  Hospital. 

A  milliner,  aged  65  years,  run  over.  Died  on  21st  March  in  the  London 
Hospital. 

A  girl,  aged  11  years,  run  over.  Died  on  21st  March  in  the  London 
Hospital. 

A  pensioner,  aged  80  years,  run  over  by  an  omnibus.  Died  on  8th  March  in 
the  Workhouse,  Whitechapel. 

A  coal-dealer,  aged  65  years,  fell  from  a  van.  Died  on  15th  March  in 
St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

A  dealer  in  plaster  of  Paris,  aged  55  years,  thrown  from  a  cart  by  a  van. 
Manslaughter  against  the  driver.  Died  on  13tli  March  at  5  River-street, 
Islington.

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  28  per  1000  in  London,  -30  in 
Edinburgh,  and  32  in  Dublin  ;  31  in  Bristol,  28  in  Birmingham,  57  in  Liverpool, 
44  in  Manchester,  36  in  Salford,  33  in  Sheffield,  39  in  Leeds,  24  in  Hull,  31  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  30  in  Glasgow. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  290  in.  The  reading  rose  to  29 '77  in.  on  Thursday;  and  fell  to 
28*90  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  was  40-2°, 
which  is  2°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years. 

The  Registrar  General  has  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  the  London  "Water  Companies 
who  have  all  furnished  him  with  the  average  daily  supply  of  Water  for  the  month  of  February. 
396,245  metric  tons  of  water  were  supplied  daily;  or  922  litres  to  each  house,  and  129  litres 
(=  28 ’4  gallons)  to  each  person.  The  Analysis  of  the  Waters  for  March  is  by  Professor 
Frankland,  F.R.S.,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry.

Note.— The  water  includes  the  supply  for  manufactures  and  for  various  purposes  other', than  domestic 
consumption.  This  return,  as  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  month,  shows  an  increase  of  154  houses 
and  a  decrease  of  1,375,995  gaUons  of  water  supplied. 


The  result  of  this  month’s  analyses  shows  that,  generally  speaking,  the  waters  exhibit  a  great 
improvement  as  compared  with  February. 

In  three  cases,  viz.,  in  the  waters  supplied  by  the  Kent,  New  River,  and  East  London  Companies, 
the  total  solid  residue  has  increased  in  amount  ;  but  this  increase  (especially  in  the  New  River 
Company’s  water)  is  not  considerable. 

The  organic  matter  has  increased  slightly  in  the  case  of  the  New  River  Company’s  water,  and 
rather  considerably  in  that  supplied  by  the  South  Essex  Company  ;  in  all  the  other  waters  it  will 
be  observed  that  this  impurity  has  decreased,  in  some  cases  to  a  large  extent. 

The  waters  of  the  Chelsea,  Southwark,  Vauxhall,  and  Lambeth  Companies  were  turbid  when 
drawn  from  the  Companies’  mains.

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In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  March  31st  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4649  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3722.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  32  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1082  boys  and  1025  girls,  in  all  2107  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2191. 

The  DEATns  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1582.  It  was  the 
thirteenth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is, 
with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1576.  The  actual  mortality  of  last 
week  agreed  very  closely  with  the  amount  calculated  for  the  last  week  of  March. 

Since  the  deaths  rose  above  1800  in  the  first  week  of  March,  they  have  shown  a 
constant  weekly  decrease.  Fatal  cases  of  bronchitis  have  declined  to  197,  the 
corrected  average  being  184;  those  of  pneumonia  to  85,  the  average  being  110. 
There  were  16  deaths  from  small-pox,  40  from  measles,  30  from  scarlatina,  10 
from  diphtheria,  18  from  croup,  76  from  whooping-cough,  71  from  typhus,  18  from 
diarrhoea.  Five  children  died  of  measles  in  the  Islington  West  sub-district,  and 
five  from  the  same  complaint  in  the  sub-district  of  St.  John  Westminster. 

Mr.  Watts,  the  Registrar  of  Islington  West  sub-district,  states  that  between  the 
22d  and  30th  March,  32  deaths  occurred  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital,  27  of 
which  were  from  typhus. 

A  man,  unknown,  aged  65  years,  died  on  26th  March  in  St.  Giles’  Workhouse, 
from  “effusion  of  serum  on  the  brain  accelerated  by  want.”  {Inquest.) 

A  boy,  aged  1 1  months  in  Sliort’s-gardens  was  killed  by  swallowing  a  darning 
needle,  which  lodged  in  the  right  bi'ouchus  and  perforated  the  heart. 

The  following  7  deaths  were  registered  in  tlie  week  as  having  been  caused  by 
carriage  accidents : — 

A  bootmaker,  aged  76  years,  knocked  down  by  a  cab  in  Bloomsbury-sti’eet. 
Died  on  12th  March  in  St.  James’s  Workhouse. 

The  wife  of  a  greengrocer,  aged  59  years,  fell  out  of  a  cart.  Died  on 
22d  March  at  21  High-street,  Shad  well. 

A  college-keeper,  aged  61  years,  knocked  down  by  a  cab  horse.  Died  on 
20th  March  in  Westminster  Hospital. 

The  widow  of  a  skin-dressei’,  aged  58  years,  run  over  by  a  Hansom  cab. 
Died  on  18th  Mai-ch  in  the  Middlesex  Hospital. 

A  brewer,  aged  58  years,  run  over.  Died  on  21st  March  at  1  North-street, 
Bethnal-green. 

An  oil  and  grease  refiner,  aged  60  years,  by  the  upsetting  of  a  cart.  Died 
on  27 tli  March  in  the  London  Hospital. 

The  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  4  years,  fell  from  a  cart  in  Thornton-street. 
Died  on  23d  March  at  34  Freeschool-street,  Horsleydown. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  27  per  1000  in  London,  and  32 
in  Dublin  ;  36  in  Bristol,  29  in  Birmingham,  48  in  Liverpool,  42  in  Manchester, 
[13.]  O 
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38  in  Salford,  35  in  Sheffield,  36  in  Leeds,  39  in  Hull,  and  28  in  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  909  in.  The  mean  daily  reading  was  above  30  in.  on  three  days  of 
the  week.  The  barometrical  pressure  was  29*  10  in.  on  Sunday,  and  it  wa3 
30- 05  in.  on  Monday  and  Friday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  I 
was  49 ‘8°,  which  is  6  *5°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average 
throughout  the  week  ;  and  on  three  days  this  excess  was  equal  to  9°  or  10°.  The 
difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  5*7°. 
The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  81,  complete  saturation  being  repre¬ 
sented  by  100.  The  direction  of  the  wind  was  variable;  south-west  predominated. 
The  amount  of  rain  was  O’ 46  in.,  of  which  0*30  in.  fell  on  Saturday.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  31sT  March  1866.

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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
April  9th,  1866. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  April  7th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4419  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3506.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  30  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1175  boys  and  1099  girls,  in  all  2274  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2072. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1574.  It  was  the 
fourteenth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is, 
with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1471.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  by  103  the  estimated  number. 

Zymotic  diseases  proved  fatal  to  345  persons.  36  deaths  occurred  from  small¬ 
pox,  71  from  measles,  21  from  scarlatina,  8  from  diphtheria,  and  51  from 
typhus. 

196  persons  died  from  phthisis,  176  from  bronchitis,  and  77  from  pneumonia. 

A  labom'er,  aged  69  years,  died  on  the  1st  of  April  at  8  Chapman-road, 
Hackney,  from  “  cholera  (48  hours).” 

A  cabinet-maker,  aged  54  years,  died  on  the  27th  of  March,  at  3  Stacey-street, 
St.  Giles’,  from  “  phthisis  accelerated  by  want  of  proper  food.” 

A  porter,  aged  54  years,  died  on  the  28th  of  March  at  9  Eagle-street,  Ilolborn, 
of  “  injuries  from  a  fall  in  the  street  by  stepping  on  a  woman’s  crinoline.” 

The  following  4  deaths  were  registered  in  the  week  as  having  been  caused  by 
carriage  accidents  : — 

A  cabman,  aged  72  years.  Died  on  22d  March  at  the  Royal  Free  Hospital 
from  inflammation  of  the  brain  after  an  injury  to  hand  by  a  van. 

The  son  of  a  lighterman,  aged  2  years.  Died  on  29th  March  at  165  High- 
street,  Shadwell,  having  been  run  over  by  a  railway  van. 

A  jeweller,  aged  39  years.  Died  on  31st  March  at  Poplar  Hospital  from 
“Manslaughter.”  (It  has  been  omitted  to  bo  mentioned  in  this  return 
that  the  death  was  caused  by  the  collision  of  two  omnibuses.) 

A  widow,  aged  75  years.  Died  on  28th  March  at  Charing-cross  Hospital 
from  shock  to  the  system  occasioned  by  her  having  been  run  over  in 
Long-acre. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  27  per  1000  in  London,  28  in 
Edinburgh,  and  21  in  Dublin  ;  32  in  Bristol,  32  in  Birmingham,  42  in  Liverpool, 
35  in  Manchester,  44  in  Salford,  33  in  Sheffield,  35  in  Leeds,  26  in  Hull,  25  in 
i  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  33  in  Glasgow’.

106  Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  ’573  in.  The  barometrical  reading  increased  from  29 ‘26  in.  on 
Monday  to  29  ‘  89  in.  on  Friday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  42-4°,  which  is  2  *7°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  highest  day  temperature  was  54 ’6°  on  Friday, 
the  lowest  night  temperature  was  34*2°  on  Thursday.  The  entire  range  of 
temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  20 '4°.  The  difference  between  the  mean 
dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  3 ‘8°.  The  mean  degree  of 
humidity  of  the  air  was  87,  complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  Rain 
fell  to  the  amount  of  O’ 62  in.  The  direction  of  the  wind  was  variable.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  April  14th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4510  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3574.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  30  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1090  boys  and  1098  girls,  in  all  2188  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2102. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1552.  It  was  the 
fifteenth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is, 
with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1432.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  by  120  the  estimated  number. 

From  zymotic  diseases  352  persons  died.  Whooping-cough  is  the  most  fatal 
disease  in  this  class,  having  carried  ofF  98  children.  In  the  sub-district  of 
Ratcliff  with  a  total  of  8  deaths,  5  deaths  were  caused  by  whooping-cough.  31 
deaths  occurred  from  small-pox,  55  from  measles,  27  from  scarlatina,  and  68  from 
typhus. 

Phthisis  proved  fatal  to  218  persons  ;  153  deaths  occurred  from  bronchitis,  and 
107  from  pneumonia. 

A  coppersmith,  aged  46  years,  died  at  8  Walmer-road,  Plumstead,  on  the  5th  of 
April,  from  “  continued  exposure  to  deleterious  vapours  while  engaged  at  the 
Royal  Arsenal  in  galvanizing  metals  ;  phthisis  pulmonalis  (2  months).” 

The  following  3  deaths  were  registered  in  the  week  as  having  been  caused  by 
carriage  accidents  : — 

The  son  of  a  printer,  aged  5  years,  run  over  by  a  cart  in  Carey-street, 
Strand.  Died  on  29th  March  in  King’s  College  Hospital. 

The  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  3  years,  amputation  of  leg  after  being  ru  n  over  by 
an  omnibus.  Died  on  20th  March  at  23  Skinner-street,  Clerkeuwcll. 

A  master  carman,  aged  42  years,  fractured  spine  from  the  upsetting  of  a 
cart.  Died  on  6th  April  in  the  London  Hospital. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  26  per  1000  in  London,  31  in 
Edinburgh,  and  35  in  Dublin  ;  31  in  Bristol,  27  in  Birmingham,  40  in  Liverpool, 
38  in  Manchester,  35  in  Salford,  30  in  Sheffield,  31  in  Leeds,  29  in  Hull,  36  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  39  in  Glasgow.

Wednesday  to  29-96  in.  at  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
air  in  the  week  was  47 ' 8°,  which  is  2  •  7°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  50  years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaislier).  The  highest  day  temperature  was 
65'8°  on  Friday.  The  lowest  night  temperature  was  41  ‘3°  on  Tuesday  and 
Saturday.  The  entire  range  of  temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  24-5°. 
The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was 
4*5°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  85,  complete  saturation  being 
represented  by  100.  Eain  fell  to  the  amount  of  0-54  in.  The  general  direction  of 
the  wind  was  S.W.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  (luring  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  14th  April  18C6. 

[Under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Astronomer  Royal.] _ 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
April  23 d,  1866. 

In  TaE  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  April  21st  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4606  ; 
the  deatli3  registered  3403.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  29  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1161  boys  and  1083  girls,  in  all  2244  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2093. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1517.  It  was  tho 
sixteenth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is, 
with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1377.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  by  140  the  estimated  number. 

Whooping-cough  proved  fatal  to  84  children,  the  disease  being  most  prevalent  in 
the  South  districts  of  the  metropolis.  24  deaths  were  caused  by  small-pox,  50  by 
measles,  27  by  scarlatina,  and  48  by  typhus. 

The  following  1 1  deaths  were  registered  in  the  week  as  having  been  caused  by 
carriage  accidents  : —

Hospital. 

A  dustman,  aged  23  years,  run  over  by  a  cart.  Died  on  24th  March  in  St.  Thomas’s 
Hospital. 

The  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  14  years,  run  over  by  a  waggon.  Died  on  3Cth  March  in 
St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

An  omnibus  conductor,  aged  30  years,  fell  from  an  omnibus  whilst  intoxicated.  Died 
on  14th  April  in  Paddington  Workhouse. 

The  son  of  a  widow,  aged  6  years,  run  over.  Died  on  3d  March  at  Roan-street,  Greenwich. 

A  servant,  aged  71  years,  run  over.  Died  on  13th  April  in  Marylebone  Workhouse. 

An  independent  minister,  aged  53  years,  run  over  ;  manslaughter.  Died  on  12th  March  in 
the  Royal  Free  Hospital. 

The  daughter  of  a  rag-sorter,  aged  6  years,  run  over.  Died  on  15tli  April  in  the  Royal  Free 
Hospital.

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer 
the  week  was  29-814  in.  The  barometrical  reading  decreased  from  30- 13  on 
Sunday  to  29 ‘62  on  Thursday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  was 
59 -8°,  which  is  4 ‘7°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years.  Rain  fell 
to  the  amount  of  0-36  in. 


The  Registrar  General  has  to  acknowledge  the'  courtesy  of  the  London  Water  Companies 
who  have  all  furnished  him  with  the  average  daily  supply  of  Water  for  the  month  of  March, 
393,492  metric  tons  of  water  were  supplied  daily;  or  927  litres  to  each  house,  and  130  litres 
(=  23 •  6  gallons')  to  each  person.  The  Analysis  of  the  Waters  for  April  is  by  Professor 
Frankland,  F.R.S.,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry.

The 
degrees  of  hardness  used  in  the  above  Table  are  readily  converted  into  Clark’s  degrees  by  multiplying  by  7, 
and  then  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  left. 

The  waters  of  the  Chelsea,  Southwark,  Grand  Junction,  and  Lambeth  Companies  were  turbid 
when  drawn  from  the  Companies’  mains.

In  the  years  1856-57  cyanosis  and  sni  la  bifida  were  classed  with  other  malformations ;  and  the  violent  deaths  were  not 
stmguished  according  to  Orders. 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
April  30th,  1866. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  April  28th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4570  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3319.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  29  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1080  boys  and  1107  girls,  in  all  2187  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2062. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1492.  It  was  the 
seventeenth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
is,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1355.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  by  137  the  estimated  number. 

The  mortality  among  children  from  whooping-cough  continues  high  ;  97  fatal 
cases  of  it  were  registered  in  the  week,  30  of  which  were  in  the  south  districts  of 
London.  21  deaths  occurred  from  small-pox,  60  from  measles,  17  from  scarlatina, 
8  from  diphtheria,  and  63  from  typhus. 

Phthisis  proved  fatal  to  227  persons  ;  150  deaths  were  caused  by  bronchitis, 
and  95  by  pneumonia. 

Two  deaths  were  registered  in  the  week  as  having  been  caused  by  carriage 
accidents  : — 

A  bricklayer,  aged  50  years,  run  over  by  a  cab.  Died  on  15th  April  at 
3  Wick-road,  Hackney. 

A  female,  aged  51  years,  run  over.  Died  on  18th  April  in  the  London 
Hospital. 

Two  children  died  of  choleraic  diarrhoea  during  the  week.  The  particulars  of 
a  death  by  cholera  at  Bristol  are  recorded  in  a  subsequent  note.  The  people  of 
that  city  are  no  doubt  alive  to  the  importance  of  destroying  every  vestige  of  “  the 
rice-water  evacuations  ”  in  such  cases. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  25  per  1000  in  London,  27  in 
Edinburgh,  and  26  in  Dublin  ;  26  in  Bristol,  28  in  Birmingham,  38  in  Liverpool, 
32  in  Manchester,  36  in  Salford,  28  in  Sheffield,  33  in  Leeds,  26  in  Hull,  29  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  37  in  Glasgow. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29'877in.  The  barometrical  reading  decreased  from  30'29in.  on 
Sunday  to  29‘29  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the 
week  was  52 ‘6°,  which  is  4  -9°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years 
(as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaislier).  The  highest  day  temperature  was  79 ’0°  on 
Friday.  The  lowest  night  temperature  was  38 ‘4°  on  Sunday.  The  entire  range 
of  temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  40  •  6°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity 
of  the  air  was  73,  complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  Rain  fell  to 
the  amount  of  0‘58  in.  on  Saturday.  The  direction  of  the  wind  was  variable.

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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

The  Registrar  General  has  received  the  following  letter  in  reference  to  a  fatal 
case  of  cholera  at  Bristol  : 


2,  Queen-square,  Bristol, 

Sir,  April  24th,  1866. 

At  5  o’clock  yesterday  I  -was  asked  to  visit  Henry  Thomas,  mariner,  at  Prince-street  toll- 
gate  in  this  city.  I  found  him  suffering  from  all  the  symptoms  of  Asiatic  cholera  ;  he  died  about 
5  a.m.  this  morning.  He  left  Java  in  December,  and  arrived  at  Rotterdam  April  14th  ;  left  Rotterdam 
last  Sunday  morning  (April  22d),  and  reached  London  on  Monday  23d  at  8  a.m.  He  left  imme¬ 
diately  by  train  for  Bristol  ;  was  taken  ill  in  the  train  about  11  a.m.  ;  was  ill  only  18  hours.  He 
had  rice-water  evacuations,  most  violent  cramp  of  almost  every  muscle,  cold  perspirations,  sunken 
eyelids,  &c.  I  saw  a  great  deal  of  cholera  in  1849,  and  I  could  not  distinguish  this  from  a  genuine 
case.  I  have  signed  the  certificate  of  death  “  cholera.”  As  the  case  is  isolated  I  did  not  insert 
the  word  “  Asiatic,”  but  I  believe  it  was  a  case  of  that  disease.  My  friend  Dr.  Wm.  Budd  visited 
the  corpse  with  me  this  morning,  and  he  is  firmly  of  opinion  it  was  Asiatic  cholera  brought  from 
Rotterdam.

In  titf.  vvf.f.k  that  ended  on  Saturday  May  5th  tho  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4351  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3416.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  29  per  1030  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1003  boys  and  9D9  girls,  in  all  2002  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2074. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1545.  It  was  the 
eighteenth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  was, 
with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1322.  The  actual  return  exceeds  the 
estimated  number  by  223. 

Whooping-cough  was  very  fatal  ;  the  deaths  by  it  rose  to  113.  This  complaint 
carried  off  10  children  in  Islington.  There  were  4-  deaths  from  whooping-cough 
in  the  sub-district  of  St.  Mary,  Paddington,  4  in  that  of  Kensington-town,  4  in 
Kentish-town,  4  in  St.  James’  Clerkemvell  sub-district,  4  in  Battersea.  There 
were  26  deaths  from  small-pox,  55  from  measles,  31  from  scarlatina,  19  from 
croup,  39  from  typhus,  16  from  diarrhoea. 

The  following  case  of  cholera  was  returned  : — 

On  the  28th  April,  at  1  Glouccstcr-court,  Mile-end  Old  Town,  the  daughter  of 
a  sugar-baker,  aged  5  years,  died  “  suddenly  of  English  cholera.”  (Inquest.) 

The  following  4  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  were  registered  in  the  week  . 

The  daughter  of  a  packer,  aged  one  year,  fell  under  the  wheel  of  a  van. 
Died  on  21st  April  in  Desborough-terrace,  Paddington. 

A  male  pauper,  aged  71  years,  run  over  in  the  street.  Died  on  13th  April  in 
the  Marylebone  Workhouse. 

The  daughter  of  a  costermonger,  aged  1 1  months,  run  over  by  a  cart.  Killed 
on  26th  April  in  Goodman’s-yard,  Minories. 

The  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  2  years,  run  over  in  South-street,  Bethnal- 
green.  Died  on  27th  April  in  the  London  Hospital. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  26  per  1000  in  London,  31  in 
Edinburgh,  and  26  in  Dublin  ;  24  in  Bristol,  29  in  Birmingham,  36  in  Liverpool, 
30  in  Manchester,  24  in  Salford,  33  in  Sheffield,  39  in  Leeds,  27  in  Hull,  30  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  38  in  Glasgow. 

At  the  Eoyal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer 
the  week  rvas  29'589in.  The  pressure  of  the  atmosphere  fell  to  29’30in.  on 
Tuesday,  and  rose  to  30  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  tho  air  in 
the  week  was  42 ’5°,  which  is  7 ‘8°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50

years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below 
the  average  throughout  the  week  ;  and  this  defect  on  the  first  five  days  varied 
from  8°  to  10°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air 
temperature  was  6 '4°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  79,  complete 
saturation  being  represented  by  100.  On  the  first  three  days  the  wind  blew  from 
the  north-east;  on  Wednesday  from  the  north-west;  and  afterwards  from  the 
south-west.  The  rain-fall  was  O’ 6o  in.,  half  of  which  was  measured  on  Sunday. 
Snow  fell  on  Tuesday  at  many  places  in  the  west  and  north  of  England.  There 
was  thunder  on  the  morning  of  Thursday.

Note. _ Where  a  person  is  “found  drowned”  the  coroners,  as  in  some  other  cases,  do  not  always  succeed  in 

discovering  whether  the  case  is  a  suicide,  a  murder,  or  an  accident.  All  such  cases  are  classed  under  “  accident  or 
negligence.”  Cases  of  “  infantile  fever”  are  classed  with  those  of  typhoid,  relapsing,  and  other  continued  fevers,  under 
one  name  “  typhus.”  Cases  of  “  rheumatic  fever"  arc  classed  with  “rheumatism”’  of  “  lia-morrhnge ”  and  "  abscess”

In  the  week  tliat  ended  on  Saturday  May  12th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4397  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3496.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  30  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1076  boys  and  1012  girls,  in  all  2088  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-63  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2006. 

The  DEATns  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1628.  It  was  the 
nineteenth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1305.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  the  estimated  number  by  323. 

In  consequence  of  the  very  cold  weather  that  prevailed  in  the  week  ending  the 
5th  inst.,  when  the  mean  temperature  of  the  air  fell  to  42 ’5°,  the  mortality  of  last 
week  shows  a  considerable  increase.  The  deaths  in  the  last  three  weeks  were 
1492,  1545,  and  1628.  The  deaths  from  whooping-cough  rose  to  113  ;  those  from 
phthisis,  bronchitis,  and  pneumonia  to  208,  188,  and  101  respectively. 

A  needlewoman,  aged  70  years,  died  at  26  St.  John-street-road,  Clerkenwell,  of 
“  diarrhoea,  accelerated  by  want.”  Rost  mort.  {Inquest). 

A  seaman  died  in  the  Workhouse,  St.  George-in-the-East,  of  “  frost-bite.” 

The  two  following  deaths  by  cholera  were  registered  : — 

A  girl,  aged  5  years,  died  on  6th  May  at  5  Gibraltar-walk,  Ilackney-road,  of 
“  cholera.”  It  is  added  in  a  note  : — I  have  reason  to  believe  that  this  was 
“  simply  a  bad  case  of  English  cholera.” 

A  boy,  aged  4  years,  died  on  11th  May  at  4  Victory*place,  Bermondsey,  of 
“  choleraic  diarrhoea  (6  hours).” 

The  following  2  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

A  railway  van  guard,  aged  14  years,  fell  from  a  van  in  Upper  Thames-street. 
Died  on  3d  May  in  a  few  minutes. 

The  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged  53  years,  run  over  by  a  brewer’s  cart, 
manslaughter  against  the  driver.  Died  on  30th  April  at  Plumstead. 

The  Registrar  General  has  received  returns  from  the  Registrar  of  Records  and 
vital  Statistics  for  New  York,  where  the  causes  of  death  are  now  returned  weekly 
in  the  same  form  as  in  London.  The  total  deaths  in  the  week  ending  April  21st, 
were  421,  of  which  15  were  from  fever,  2  from  “  infantile  cholera.”  Twelve  were 
natives  of  England,  99  of  Ireland,  and  52  of  Germany,  and  249  of  the  United 
States.  The  mean  temperature  was  58°  in  the  third  week  of  April  ;  that  of 
Greenwich  was  50‘8°.  The  Census  of  I860  shows  the  population  of  New  York 
to  have  been  in  that  year  805,651. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  28  per  1000  in  London,  31  in 
Edinburgh,  and  25  in  Dublin  ;  33  in  Bristol,  26  in  Birmingham,  36  in  Liverpool, 
31  in  Manchester,  33  in  Salford,  34  in  Sheffield,  39  in  Leeds,  28  in  Hull,  and 
29  in  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  33  in  Glasgow.

Liverpool. — The  Registrar  General  is  informed  by  Dr.  Trench  that  in  the  week  ending 
5th  instant  3  fatal  cases  of  cholera  were  registered  within  the  borough,  and  that  one  additional 
case  was  recorded  during  the  week  ending  last  Saturday,  12th  instant.  All  these  4  deaths 
occurred  in  the  workhouse,  among  German  emigrants.  Those  deaths  which  took  place  on  board 
the  vessels  in  the  river  are  not  here  included,  as  they  were  beyond  the  limits  of  the  registration 
districts. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  777  in.  The  atmospheric  pressure  increased  to  30’  11  in.  on  Monday, 
and  declined  to  29  ■  43  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the 
week  was  51  ’7°,  which  is  0-3°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years 
(as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  highest  day  temperature  was  66  *6°  on 
Tuesday.  The  lowest  night  temperature  occurred  on  the  same  day,  and  was 
41 '2°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  tempe¬ 
rature  was  8 '9°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  72,  complete 
saturation  being  represented  by  100.  The  wind  blew  from  the  south-west  and 
west.  Half  an  inch  of  rain  fell  in  the  week  ;  the  most  of  it  on  Friday.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  12th  May  1866. 

[Under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Astronomer  Royal.] _ _ 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
May  21  st,  1866. 

In  tiie  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  May  19th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4232  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3280.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  28  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  birtiis  of  970  boys  and  949  girls,  in  all  1919  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1976. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1467.  It  was  the 
twentieth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  was, 
with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1271.  The  excess  in  the  actual 
number  is  about  200. 

During  many  weeks  whooping-cough  has  been  the  most  fatal  disease  in  the 
zymotic  class  ;  the  deaths  from  it  last  week  were  99.  The  number  by  measles 
was  59,  by  typhus  52,  by  scarlatina  30,  by  small-pox  23.  There  were  only  14  by 
diarrhoea  ;  the  following  case  of  cholera  was  registered  : — • 

On  12th  May,  at  13  Albert-square,  Shadwell,  a  seaman  in  the  merchant  service, 
aged  23  years,  “  English  cholera  (3  days).” 

Phthisis  was  fatal  in  186  cases,  bronchitis  in  147,  pneumonia  in  102. 

In  High-street,  Woolwich,  a  potman,  aged  34  years,  died  of  “  consumption 
accelerated  by  exposure  to  cold.”  f Inquest.) 

Of  5  deaths  (all  from  zymotic  diseases)  returned  for  the  week  in  the  Artillery 
sub-district  Whitechapel,  one  was  caused  by  whooping-cough,  one  by  typhus,  and 
3  which  occurred  in  one  house,  20  White  Lion-street,  by  scarlatina. 

The  following  three  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  were  registered  in  the  week  : — • 

A  carman,  aged  39  years,  run  over.  Died  on  14th  May  at  the  West  India 
Docks. 

The  son  of  a  coal  dealer,  aged  1  year,  ran  under  the  wheel  of  a  cart.  Died 
on  27th  April  at  5  Lower  Mansfield-place,  Kentish  Town. 

A  harness  maker,  aged  38  years,  run  over  by  a  van  in  William-street,  Shore¬ 
ditch.  Died  in  28  hours  on  15th  May  in  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  25  per  1000  in  London,  24  in 
Edinburgh,  and  27  in  Dublin  ;  18  in  Bristol,  29  in  Birmingham,  39  in  Liverpool, 
26  in  Manchester,  30  in  Salford,  38  in  Sheffield,  41  in  Leeds,  25  in  Hull,  25  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  30  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  34  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  12tli  inst.,  when  the  mean  temperature  ivas  5 ‘3° 
Fahrenheit  higher  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  28  per 
1000. 

Liverpool. — Dr.  Trench  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Liverpool  reports  five  deaths  from 
cholera  within  the  borough  during  last  week  ;  this  increase  is  due  to  the  removal  of  the  passengers 
front  the  “  Helvetia”  and  “  War  Cloud”  to  a  depot  within  the  borough. 

Swansea. — The  registrar  of  Swansea  has  reported  a  death  from  cholera,  which  occurred  in  his 
district  on  the  14t,h  instant.  The  disease  proved  fatal  in  four  hours.  On  the  morning  of  the  17th 
a  woman,  who  had  laid  out  the  deceased,  was  attacked  with  all  the  symptoms  of  the  same  disease.

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  30  ■  070  in.  The  mean  daily  reading  was  above  30  in.  on  every  day 
after  Sunday.  The  pressure  of  the  atmosphere  was  29 '70  in.  on  the  morning  of 
Sunday,  and  it  rose  to  30 -25  in.  on  Wednesday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
air  was  48 '1°,  which  is  4*2°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years 
(as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  North,  north-east,  and  south-east  winds  pre¬ 
vailed,  and  the  air  was  cold  on  every  day  till  Saturday,  when  the  mean  temperature 
rose  above  the  average.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature 
and  air  temperature  was  9  •  3°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  only 
70,  complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  On  Saturday,  a  very  fine  day, 
the  humidity  was  as  low  as  62.  There  was  no  rain.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Weekending  Saturday,  19th  May  1866. 

[Under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Astronomer  Royal.] 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 

'  May  28 th,  1866. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  May  26th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4093  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3259.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  28  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1022  boys  and  963  girls,  in  all  1935  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  year's  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  2001. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1528.  It  was  the 
twenty-first  week  of  the  year  :  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1250.  The  actual  return  exceeds 
the  estimated  number  by  278. 

Whooping-cough  continues  to  be  very  fatal  ;  the  deaths  from  it  were  108. 
61  children  died  of  measles.  This  disease  appears  to  be  very  prevalent  in  the 
sub-district  of  Woolwich  Dockyard,  where  8  deaths  from  it  were  recorded. 

The  following  two  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

On  21st  May,  at  4  Duke-street,  Chelsea,  a  boy,  aged  4  years,  “English  cholera 
(10  days).” 

On  20th  May,  in  St.  Luke’s  Workhouse,  a  man,  aged  56  years,  “  choleraic 
diarrhoea  (14  days).” 

In  Bethnal-green,  a  boy,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “  shock  and  effusion  of  serum 
from  being  attacked  and  bitten  by  a  game-cock.” 

A  labourer  died  in  the  Camberwell  Workhouse  of  “  idiopathic  tetanus.” 

On  20th  April,  the  son  of  a  poulterer,  aged  7  years,  died  in  the  Shoreditch 
Workhouse,  from  “want  of  food  and  necessaries.”  {Inquest.) 

The  following  three  deaths  from  carriage  accidents  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

The  daughter  of  a  leather-shaver,  aged  2  years,  killed  by  a  cart-wheel  in  Marine- 
street,  Bermondsey,  on  18th  May. 

The  son  of  a  wheelwright,  aged  14  years,  run  over  by  a  cart-wheel.  Died  in 
the  German  Hospital  on  15th  May. 

The  son  of  a  hair-dresser,  aged  12  years,  “  run  over  by  a  timber  carriage  on 
London-bridge  (8  days),  tetanus  (2  days).” 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  26  per  1000  in  London,  27  in 
Edinburgh,  and  25  in  Dublin  ;  27  in  Bristol,  19  in  Birmingham,  40  in  Liverpool, 
23  in  Manchester,  39  in  Salford,  37  in  Sheffield,  35  in  Leeds,  27  in  Hull,  27  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  29  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  37  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  19th  inst.,  when  the  mean  temperature  was  1  ^“Fahren¬ 
heit  higher  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  25  per  1000. 

Two  cases  of  cholera  were  reported  in  last  week’s  return  as  having  occurred  in  Swansea.  A 
third  case,  which  proved  fatal  in  16  hours,  occurred  there  on  Sunday  the  27  th  inst.  The  deceased 
person  was  a  sinker,  aged  22  years. 

Dr.  Trench,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Liverpool,  reports  three  additional  deaths  from 
cholera  within  the  borough  during  last  week.  Two  of  these  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  one 
being  certified  as  “  English  cholera  the  third  case  was  that  of  a  child,  aged  2  years,  in  Kverton 
Ward,  whose  death  was  returned  as  “Asiatic  cholera,”  but  the  mother,  who  was  the  informant, 
affirms  that  there  was  no  vomitting,  or  spasms,  or  any  of  the  usual  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29’886in.  The  reading  rose  to  30-23  in.  on  Monday,  and  fell  to 
29-46  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  iu  the  week  was  52'0°,

which  is  2  •  4°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as  determined 
by  Mr.  Glaislier).  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  63,  complete 
saturation  being  represented  by  100.  On  four  days  the  humidity  was  below  or 
not  above  62.  The  mean  dryness  was  as  high  as  12°.  The  wind  was  chiefly  in 
the  north-east.  There  was  no  rain. 

The  Registrar  General  has  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  the  London  "Water  Companies, 
who  have  all  furnished  him  with  the  average  daily  supply  of  Water  for  the  month  of  April, 
407,391  metric  tons  of  water  were  supplied  daily;  or  945  litres  to  each  house,  and  133  litres 
(=  29-2  gallons)  to  each  person.  The  Analtsis  of  the  Waters  for  May  is  by  Professor 
Frankland,  F.R.S.,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry.

— The  water  includes  the  supply  for  manufac  tures  and  for  various  purposes  other  than  domestic 
consumption.  This  return, as  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  mouth,  shows  au  increase  of  1,203  houses 
and  an  increase  of  1,958,813  gallons  of  water  supplied  daily. 


The  Table  may  he  read  thus:  100,000  pounds  of  Chelsea  Water  contained  26'781bs.  of  solid  matter, 
of  which  0'74lb.  of  organic  and  other  matters  was  driven  off  by  incineration.  O' 0372  lb.  of  oxygen  was 
required  to  oxidise  the  organic  matter  in  the  said  quantity  of  Chelsea  Water.  Of  the  solid  matter  81*1  lbs. 
were  carbonate  of  lime  or  its  equivalent  of  hardening  salts.* 

The  fourth  column  of  this  Table  contains  the  amount  of  solid  matter  left  on  evaporation  and  desiccation 
at  120°  C.  -  130°  C.  (218°  V.  —  260°  F.) 

The  results  are  recorded  in  100,000  parts.  By  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  right  the  above 
figures  express  in  milligrams  the  quantities  contained  in  one  kilogram  of  the  several  waters. 

*  The  degree  of  hardness  hitherto  employed  by  chemists  is  that  first  proposed  by  Dr.  T.  Clark,  viz.,  one 
grain  of  carbonate  of  lime,  or  its  equivalent  of  hardening  salts,  in  one  Imperial  Gallon  of  Water,  or  one 
part  in  70.000.  The  degrees  of  hardness  used  in  the  above  Table  are  readily  converted  into  Clark’s  degrees 
by  multiplying  by  7,  and  then  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  left. 

On  a  comparison  of  the  amount  of  total  solid  impurity  in  the  waters  this  month,  with  that 
observed  in  April,  no  very  marked  difference  is  perceptible,  except  in  the  case  of  the  East 
London  Company’s  water,  which  exhibits  in  this  particular  an  increase.  The  waters  supplied  by 
four  Companies,  viz.  the  Grand  Junction,  Lambeth,  New  River,  and  East  London,  show  a 
remarkable  diminution  (in  the  first  two  cases  to  less  than  one  half,  in  the  last  two  to  less  than 
one  third)  of  the  organic  matter  as  compared  with  the  amount  in  April ;  in  this  respect  the  other 
waters  are  free  from  any  marked  variation. 

The  Table  also  contains  the  results  of  the  analysis  of  a  sample  of  New  River  water  after 
filtration  through  animal  charcoal ;  it  will  be  observed  that  the  quantity  both  of  saline  and  of 
organic  impurity  is  much  less  than  in  the  same  water  which  has  not  undergone  this  treatment. 

The  waters  of  the  Southwark  and  Vauxhall,  and  South  Essex  Companies  were  turbid  when 
drawn  from  the  Companies’  mains.

'Ii  the  diseases  of  the  organs  affected.  Cases  oi  “neglect”  and  “cold,"  except  when  the  result  of  “privation” 
(  iss  1.;  3;  1),  are  placed  under  deaths  by  “accident  or  negligence”  (V.;  1;  7).  As  "stricture  of  the  urethra”  is 
a  lost  invariably  the  result  of  gonorrluea  it  is  classed  as  I.;  2  :  2. 

In  the  years  1856-57  cyanosis  and  s-pina  bijida  were  classed  with  other  malformations ;  and  the  violent  deaths  were  not 
i  inguished  according  to  Orders, 
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In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  June  2d  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4380  ; 
he  deaths  registered  3314.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  28  per  1000  persons 

iving. 

In  London  the  births  of  1111  boys  and  1025  girls,  in  all  2136  children,  were 
egistered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
werage  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1922. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1540.  It  was  the 
wenty-second  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
vas,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1195.  The  mortality  is  still  very 
ligh.  It  is  in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount  by  345. 

In  the  last  six  weeks  the  weekly  number  of  deaths  from  whooping-cough  has 
■anged  from  97  to  113.  Last  week  it  was  105,  the  corrected  average  for  the  end 
>f  May  being  53.  Of  the  105  cases  12  occurred  in  Pancras,  6  in  Islington,  10  in 
he  Shoreditch  district,  10  in  Lambeth.  There  were  69  fatal  cases  of  measles, 
>9  of  typhus,  48  of  scarlatina,  24  of  small-pox,  19  of  diarrhoea.  Six  children  died 
>f  measles  in  Westminster,  and  6  in  Islington. 

The  following  two  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  : — 

On  28th  May,  at  58  North-street,  Walworth,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
.0  months,  died  of  “  Asiatic  cholera  (one  day).” 

On  31st  May,  at  3  Charles-street,  Bethnal-green,  the  son  of  a  warehouseman, 
iged  5  years,  died  of  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (24  hours)  ;  convulsions  (6  hours).” 

A  blacksmith,  aged  47  years,  died  of  “  melanosis  of  the  lung  (6  months).” 

The  following  five  deaths  were  caused  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  : — 

The  widow  of  a  bootmaker,  aged  70  years,  knocked  down  by  a  brougham  horse 
in  Elizabeth-street,  Pimlico.  Died  on  1 7th  May,  after  5  days  illness. 

The  daughter  of  a  carriage  trimmer,  aged  7  years,  run  over  by  a  cart.  Died 
on  25th  May  in  the  Middlesex  Hospital. 

The  daughter  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  3  years,  run  over  by  a  cart.  Died  on 
22d  May  in  Abbey-lane,  Hampstead. 

The  son  of  a  ship-joiner,  aged  6  years,  run  over  by  two  vans.  Manslaughter. 
Died  on  21st  May  in  Grove-road,  Bethnal-green. 

A  coal-carman,  aged  55  years,  jammed  between  a  cart  and  a  wall  at  Deptford. 
Died  after  6  days  illness  in  Guy’s  Hospital. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  26  per  1000  in  London,  27  in 
'Edinburgh,  and  24  in  Dublin  ;  26  in  Bristol,  26  in  Birmingham,  41  in  Liverpool, 
3  in  Manchester,  23  in  Salford,  30  in  Sheffield,  30  in  Leeds,  15  in  Hull,  26  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  34  in  Glasgow. 
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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29  •  633  in.  The  atmospheric  pressure  rose  to  29  ’  81  in.  on  Wednesday, 
and  fell  to  29  •  51  in.  on  Friday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  56-2°,  which  is  very  near  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  highest  temperature  in  the  shade  was  75°  on 
Saturday  ;  the  highest  in  the  sun  144°  on  Monday  and  Friday.  The  difference 
between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  9 ‘2°.  The 
mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  72,  complete  saturation  being  represented 
by  100.  On  four  days  of  the  week  the  humidity  was  only  62  or  64.  Rain  fell  to 
the  amount  of  1  •  80  in.,  of  which  0*80  in.  fell  early  on  Sunday ;  and  the  remainder, 
equal  to  an  inch,  on  Thursday  and  Friday.  On  the  latter  day  the  rain-fall  at 
Birmingham  amounted  to  l^in.  ;  but  there  was  scarcely  any  north  of  that  town.

(Class  I.  3 ;  1),  are  placed  under  deaths  by  “  accident  or  negligence  ”  ( V. ;  1  ;  7 ).  As  “  stricture  of  the  urethra  ”  is 
almost  invariably  the  result  of  gonorrhoea  it  is  classed  as  I. ;  2  :  2. 

In  the  years  1S5G-57  cyanosis  and  spin  •  bifida  were  classed  with  oilier  malformations ;  and  the  violent  deaths  were  not 
distinguished  according  to  Orders.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Weekending  Saturday,  2d  June  1866. 

[Under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Astronomer  Royal.] 
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Meteorological  Observations 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
June  11  th,  1866. 

In  the  ayeek  that  ended  on  Saturday  June  9th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4149  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3091.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  26  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1006  boys  and  953  girls,  in  all  1959  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1947. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1383.  It  was  the 
twenty-third  week  of  the  year  :  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1196.  The  actual  number  exceeds 
the  estimated  amount  by  187. 

Under  the  influence  of  summer  weather  there  is  a  decrease  on  the  mortality 
that  prevailed  in  May,  during  which  the  average  weekly  number  of  deaths  was 
above  1500.  There  were,  last  week,  34  deaths  from  small-pox  ;  71  from  measles, 
43  from  scarlatina,  75  from  whooping-cough,  53  from  typhus,  and  22  from 
diarrhoea.  In  the  last  three  weeks  the  mean  temperature  of  the  air  was  52 ’0°, 
56-2°,  and  61 '0°. 

The  following  three  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

At  18  North-street,  Marylebone,  on  the  1st  June,  the  widow  of  a  journeyman 
carpenter,  aged  49  years,  died  of  “choleraic  diarrhoea  (48  hours).” 

At  1  Duke’s-lane,  Kensington,  on  2d  Juno,  a  needlewoman,  aged  33  years, 
“  English  cholera.” 

At  47  South-street,  May-fair,  on  6th  June,  the  daughter  of  a  physician,  aged 
6  months,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (4  days).” 

A  labourer  died  in  St.  George’s  Hospital  of  “  elephantiasis,  amputation,  ex¬ 
haustion.” 

A  carman,  aged  33  years,  died  in  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  from  “  small 
“  wound  of  first  finger  of  right  hand  ;  pricked  by  a  thistle  (one  month)  ;  gangrene 
“  of  chest  and  arm.” 

The  following  four  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered 
in  the  week  : — 

The  wife  of  a  painter,  aged  51  years,  knocked  down  by  a  horse  and  cart  in 
Earl-street,  Kensington.  Died  after  3  days  illness  on  3d  June  in 
St.  George’s  Hospital. 

The  sou  of  a  paper-bag  maker,  aged  5  years,  run  over  by  a  brewcr’s-dray  in 
the  Euston-road.  Died  on  25th  May. 

The  son  of  a  mariner,  aged  4  years,  run  over  by  a  cart.  Died  on  2d  June  in 
Poplar  Hospital. 

The  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  4  years,  run  over  by  an  omnibus.  Died  on 
30th  May  in  North-wharf-road,  Paddington. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  24  per  1000  in  London,  28  in 
Edinburgh,  and  25  in  Dublin  ;  22  in  Bristol,  21  in  Birmingham,  39  in  Liverpool,

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27  in  Manchester,  30  in  Salford,  28  in  Sheffield,  34  in  Leeds,  19  in  Hull,  29  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  34  in  Glasgow. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  878  in.  The  atmospheric  pressure  declined  to  29 •  66  in.  on  Sunday, 
and  rose  to  30’  11  in.  on  Friday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  G1"0°,  which  is  3 •  7°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  Saturday-  was  very  warm.  The  highest  and 
lowest  temperatures  in  the  week  occurred  on  that  day,  the  former  84*7°,  the 
latter  50  •  7°.  The  mean  temperature  of  Saturday  was  10"  1°  above  the  average  of 
that  day.  The  thermometer  in  the  sun  reached  157 ‘6°  on  the  same  day.  The 
difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  6-9°. 
The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  78,  complete  saturation  being  repre¬ 
sented  by  100.  The  wind  blew  chiefly  from  the  south-west.  Rain  fell  to  the 
amount  of  1  -48in.,  of  which  so  large  a  quantity  as  1  ‘34  in.  fell  on  Monday.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  June  16th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4261; 

ithe  deaths  registered  2952.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  25  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  birtiis  of  1000  boys  and  932  girls,  in  all  1932  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1928. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1370.  It  was  the 
twenty-fourth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 

[was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1218.  The  actual  return  exceeds 
the  estimated  number  by  152. 

Whooping-cough  was  during  a  long  period  the  most  fatal  disease  in  the  zymotic 
class  ;  but  last  week  the  deaths  from  measles  rose  to  80,  while  those  from  whooping- 
cough  declined  to  71.  Both  small-pox  and  measles  prevail  chiefly  in  the  East 
districts.  Four  deaths  from  small-pox  occurred  in  the  East  sub-district  of 
Haggerstone  ;  6  in  the  Green  sub-district  of  Bethnal-green.  Six  children  died  of 
measles  in  the  Woolwich  Dockyard  sub-district.  Diarrhoea  was  fatal  in  20  cases. 
The  following  three  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  : — 

On  12th  June,  at  3  Archibald-street,  Bromley,  the  daughter  of  a  mariner,  aged 
8  months,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea.” 

On  12tli  June,  at  16  Dovvson’s-place,  Mile-end  New  Town,  the  daughter  of  a 
rag-sorter,  aged  11  months,  “choleraic  diarrhoea  (7  days).” 

On  13th  June,  at  6  Swan-court,  Newington,  a  watchman,  aged  55  years, 
“cholera  (3  days)” 

It  is  a  remarkable  circumstance  that  three  deaths  from  hydrophobia  were 
registered  in  the  week  ;  the  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  cases  : — 

A  boatman,  aged  15  years,  who  had  been  brought  from  Ililliugton  near  Uxbridge 
to  Middlesex  Hospital,  died  on  5th  June  of  “  hydrophobia  from  the  bite  of  a  dog.” 
(Post  mort.  Inquest.) 

A  boy,  aged  3  years,  died  on  14th  June,  at  11  North-row,  Walham-green,  from 
“  bite  of  a  dog  (5  weeks),  hydrophobia  (3  days).” 

A  widow,  aged  80  years,  died  on  7th  June,  at  47  High-street,  Islington,  of 
“  hydrophobia  from  the  bite  of  a  dog.”  (Inquest.)  Five  months  after  the  bite. 

A  girl,  aged  10  weeks,  died  on  10th  June,  at  9  Pulford-street,  in  the  Belgravo 
sub-district,  of  “  starvation  or  atrophy  ;  exhaustion.” 

In  the  Workhouse,  St.  George-in-the  East,  on  7tli  June,  the  wife  of  a  stoker, 
aged  49  years,  “  syncope  ;  want  of  food  ;  privations.”  (Post  mort.  Inquest.) 

A  woman,  aged  32  years,  died  from  “  sea  sickness  (38  days).” 

The  following  three  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  are  recorded  : — 
The  son  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  4  years,  run  over  by  an  omnibus.  Died  on 
7th  June  at  18  Arthur-terrace,  Islington. 

The  wife  of  a  sail-maker,  aged  33  years,  run  over.  Died  on  10th  June  in  the 
London  Hospital. 

The  daughter  of  a  dairyman,  aged  one  year,  run  over  by  a  cart  in  Burton- 
street,  Pimlico,  on  11th  June.  Died  instantcr.

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  23  per  1000  in  London,  22  in 
Edinburgh,  and  27  in  Dublin  ;  20  in  Bristol,  20  in  Birmingham,  34  in  Liverpool, 
27  in  Manchester,  25  in  Salford,  28  in  Sheffield,  29  in  Leeds,  27  in  Hull,  27  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  28  in  Glasgow. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29  ■  710  in.  The  pressure  of  the  atmosphere  was  29*99  in.  on  Sunday 
morning;  and  it  fell  to  29 ‘35  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
air  in  the  week  was  58 '5°,  which  is  O' 2°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  50  years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was 
almost  11°  above  the  average  on  Sunday  ;  on  Monday  it  was  about  the  average, 
and  during  the  remainder  of  the  week  was  below  it.  On  Sunday  the  thermometer 
in  the  shade  rose  to  83 '8°,  the  highest  in  the  week  ;  and  that  in  the  sun  to  145° ; 
on  Saturday  the  latter  attained  146°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point 
temperature  and  air  temperature  was  7°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the 
air  was  78,  complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  The  wind  blew  from 
the  south-west.  There  was  rain  to  the  amount  of  O'  14  in.  On  Tuesday  the  rain¬ 
fall  at  Eccles  was  1  •  64  in.  At  Liverpool,  on  Saturday  at  9  h.  35  m.  a.m.,  the  pressure 
of  the  wind  Avas  12 '5  lbs.  to  the  square  foot.

Meteorological.  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  16th  June  1866. 

[Under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Astronomer  Royal.] 
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Meteorological  Observations, 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
June  2 5th,  1866. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  June  23d  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4193; 
the  deaths  registered  2813.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  24  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  997  boys  and  946  girls,  in  all  1943  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1951. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1295.  It  was  the 
twenty-fifth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1208. 

Small-pox  is  perceptibly  increasing.  In  tlie  first  week  of  the  present  month 
the  deaths  by  it  rose  above  30 ;  in  the  next  week  they  were  39  ;  last  week  they 
were  45.  Sixty-nine  fatal  cases  of  measles  were  recorded  ;  12  of  which  were  in 
the  district  of  Whitechapel.  Diarrhoea  is  increasing  with  the  summer  heat,  and 
43  fatal  cases  of  it  are  returned.  A  death  from  cholera  was  registered  as  follows  : — 
“  On  21st  June,  at  4  Nursery-place,  Walworth,  the  daughter  of  a  herbalist,  aged 
7  weeks,  cholera  (4  days).” 

A  horse-slaughterer  died  in  Guy’s  Hospital,  of  “pneumonia  from  poison  whilst 
cutting  up  aglaudered  horse  (2  weeks).”  The  daughter  of  a  soldier,  aged  6  months, 
died  in  the  Chelsea  Barracks  of  “effusion  on  the  brain  ;  had  been  operated  on  at 
St.  George’s  Hospital  for  mevus  of  the  face.” 

The  death  of  a  centenarian  is  recorded :  the  widow  of  a  labourer,  on  the 
19th  inst.  in  Stepney  Workhouse,  of  “  natural  decay  age  100  years. 

The  following  three  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered 
in  the  week  : — 

The  son  of  a  tailor,  aged  6  years,  run  over  by  a  van.  Died  on  16th  June  in 
Foley-street,  Marylebone. 

A  barrister,  aged  77  years,  knocked  down  by  a  cab.  Died  on  2d  June  at 
49  Lancaster-gate. 

The  daughter  of  a  market  garden  labourer,  aged  2  years,  run  over  by  a 
corn  waggon.  Died  on  16th  June  at  9  Crown-street,  Parson’s-green-lane. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  22  per  1000  in  London,  29  in 
Edinburgh,  and  23  in  Dublin  ;  17  in  Bristol,  16  in  Birmingham,  36  in  Liverpool, 
26  in  Manchester,  21  in  Salford,  25  in  Sheffield,  29  in  Leeds,  20  in  Hull,  25  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  28  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  39  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the. 9th  inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  6 '6°  Fahrenheit 
higher  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  24  per  1000. 

The  Registrar  General  has  received  from  the  Bureau  of  Records  for  New 
York,  the  return  of  deaths  in  that  city  for  the  week  ending  June  2d.  The 
total  number  was  366,  of  which  19  were  referred  to  typhus  and  typhoid  fever, 
15  to  scarlatina,  and  8  to  diphtheria.  According  to  the  Census  of  1865,  the 
population  was  726,386,  and  the  deaths  as  stated,  give  an  annual  rate  of  mortality 
ot  26  per  1000  persons  living.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  62 ‘1°. 
During  the  same  week  in  London  the  rate  of  mortality  was  26  per  1000,  and  the 
mean  temperature  56  •  2°.

Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  JVceh. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  705  in.  The  pressure  of  the  atmosphere  was  29  *35  in.  at  the 
beginning  of  the  week,  and  30 -02  in.  at  the  end  of  it.  The  mean  temperature  of 
the  air  in  the  week  was  58' 1°,  which  is  1' 6°  below  the  average  of  the  same 
week  in  50  years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  On  Thursday  the  thermometer 
in  the  shade  rose  to  79 ’2°,  and  that  in  the  sun  153 -4°,  both  being  the  highest 
points  attained  in  the  week.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  tempera¬ 
ture  and  air  temperature  was  7°.  The  humidity  varied  from  96  on  Monday  to 
69  on  Friday,  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  The  wind  was  chiefly  in  the 
south-west.  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  1*12  in.,  more  than  half  of  which  fell 
during  a  thunder-storm  on  the  evening  of  Thursday.  Rain  fell  heavily  on  Monday 
in  the  North-western  Counties. 

The  Registrar  General  has  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  the  London  Water  Companies, 
who  have  all  furnished  him  with  the  average  daily  supply  of  Water  for  the  month  of  Mat, 
424,148  metric  tons  of  water  were  supplied  daily;  or  983  litres  to  each  house,  and  138  litres 
(=  30*4  gallons)  to  each  person.  The  Analysis  of  the  Waters  for  June  is  by  Professor 
Frank  land,  F.R.S.,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry.

*  The  degree  of  hardness  hitherto  employed  by  chemists  is  that  first  proposed  by  Dr.  T.  Clark,  viz.,  one 
grain  of  carbonate  of  lime,  or  its  equivalent  of  hardening  salts,  in  one  Imperial  Gallon  of  Water,  or  ono 
part  in  70,000.  The  degrees  of  hardness  used  in  the  above  Table  are  readily  converted  into  Clark’s  degrees  ! 
by  multiplying  by  7,  and  then  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  left.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Koyal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  23d  June  1 

[Under  the  Superintendence  of  the  Astronomer  Royal.]  * _ 
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Meteorological  Observations. 
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General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House, 
July  2d,  1866. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  June  30th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4554  ; 
the  deaths  registered  2519.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  25  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  982  boys  and  937  girls,  in  all  1919  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1991. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1400.  It  was  the 
twenty-sixth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1263.  The  actual  return  is, 
therefore,  higher  than  the  estimated  number  by  137. 

The  deaths  from  fever  were  not  more  than  38  ;  those  from  scarlatina  were  34. 
But  two  diseases  in  the  zymotic  class  discover  a  disposition  to  increase  ;  viz., 
small-pox  and  diarrhoea,  41  deaths  from  the  former  having  been  returned,  and  the 
latter  having  increased  to  67  deaths. 

The  following  six  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

On  27th  June,  at  12  Priory-street,  Bromley,  a  labourer  and  his  wife,  both  of 
the  age  of  46  years,  died  of  “  cholera  Asiatica,”  the  former  after 
15  hours’,  the  latter  after  12  hours’  illness. 

On  25th  June,  at  20  New-street,  Berwick-street  sub-district  (St.  James 
Westminster),  two  girls,  the  daughters  of  a  tailor’s  porter,  aged  respec¬ 
tively  2  years  and  6  years,  “English  cholera  (18  hours).” 

On  21st  June,  at  21  Old  Bethnal-green-road,  a  boy,  aged  11  months, 
“  choleraic  diarrhoea  ;  exhaustion.” 

On  22d  June,  at  51  Wellington-place,  Holloway,  a  girl,  aged  14  years, 
“  English  cholera  (38  hours),  syncope.” 

On  27th  June,  a  charwoman  died  in  the  Westminster  Workhouse  of  “inanition  ; 
destitution.” 

On  12th  June,  at  1 1  Pleasant-place,  Bethnal-green,  the  wife  of  a  general  dealer, 
aged  49  years,  “effusion  into  the  cavity  of  the  chest,  accelerated  by  privation  and 
want  of  food.” 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  24  per  1000  in  London,  20  in 
Edinburgh,  and  20  in  Dublin  ;  28  in  Bristol,  18  in  Birmingham,  35  in  Liverpool, 
29  in  Manchester,  22  in  Salford,  24  in  Sheffield,  28  in  Leeds,  27  in  Hull,  26  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  28  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  34  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  16th  inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  12  •  2°  Fahrenheit 
higher  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  23  per  1000. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 ‘844  in.  The  atmospheric  pressure  increased  to  30 ’05  in.  on 
Sunday,  and  declined  to  29  53  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the

air  in  the  week  was  66  •  3°,  which  is  4*8°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  50  years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  On  four  days  of  the  week  the 
mean  temperature  was  from  6°  to  8°  above  the  average.  The  thermometer  in  the 
shade  rose  to  86 '5°  on  Wednesday  ;  and  that  in  the  sun  to  162 '9°  on  the  same 
day,  both  points  being  the  highest  attained  in  the  week.  The  difference  between 
the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  8 '2°.  The  mean  degree 
of  humidity  of  the  air  was  75,  complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100. 
The  humidity  varied  from  66  on  Sunday  to  91  on  the  following  day.  The  north¬ 
easterly  wind  prevailed.  Rain  fell  on  two  days,  and  the  amount  was  0-21in. 
At  Manchester  on  Wednesday  the  temperature  rose  to  91 ‘3°  ;  and  there  was  a 
violent  thunderstorm  on  the  same  day,  with  much  rain  at  Clifton  near  Bristol.  At 
Greenwich  the  thunder  which  on  Saturday  was  so  loud  in  other  parts  of  the 
metropolis  was  heard  only  in  the  distance  ;  and  little  rain  fell.  At  Clifton  an 
inch  of  rain  fell  on  that  day.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  July  7th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  3955  ; 
the  deaths  registered  2846.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  24  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  969  boys  and  981  girls,  in  all  1950  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
xverage  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1896. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1292.  It  was  the 
twenty-seventh  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1269. 

The  deaths  from  small-pox  were  33.  They  were  not  quite  so  numerous  as  in 
the  three  previous  weeks.  There  were  102  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  92  of  which 
occurred  under  two  years  of  age.  The  corrected  average  number  of  deaths  from 
this  complaint  in  the  twenty-seventh  or  corresponding  week  of  ten  previous  years 
is  105.  In  the  corresponding  week  of  1863  it  was  47  ;  in  that  of  1864  it  was 
81  ;  in  that  of  1865  it  was  301.  Although  there  is  much  diarrhoea,  it  can  hardly 
be  considered  excessive  for  the  beginning  of  July. 

The  following  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

On  29tli  June,  at  3  George-street,  Hammersmith,  a  labourer,  aged  50  years, 
“  cholera.” 

On  30th  June,  at  58  Myddelton-squarc,  Clerkenwell,  a  boy,  aged  7  years, 
“  English  cholera  (24  hours).” 

On  5tli  July,  at  96  Borough-road,  a  boy,  aged  6  weeks,  “cholera  (38  hours).” 

Besides  these,  eleven  deaths  of  children,  chiefly  infants,  are  returned  as  caused 
by  “  choleraic  diarrhoea.” 

A  child,  aged  4  months,  died  on  29th  June  of  “  coup-de-soleil  (24  hours).”  On 
the  30th  June,  the  wife  of  a  toymaker,  aged  72  years,  died  of  destitution  in  the 
Westminster  Workhouse.  On  the  28th  June,  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  the  son  of  a 
farm  bailiflf,  aged  8  years,  “  hydrophobia  from  the  bite  of  a  mad  dog.”  {Inquest.) 

A  woman,  aged  52  years,  died  of  “  inflammation  of  the  liver  (3  weeks)  ;  bleeding 
o  death  from  leech-bites  (17  hours).” 

The  following  four  deaths  by  carriage  accidents  in  the  streets  were  registered : — 

The  daughter  of  a  die  sinker,  aged  2  years,  run  over  by  a  dray.  Died  on 
28th  June  near  Islington-green. 

The  daughter  of  a  greengrocer,  aged  2  years,  knocked  down  by  a  dogcart 
in  the  Waterloo-road.  Died  on  2d  July. 

The  widow  of  a  bootcloser,  aged  72  years,  thrown  down  and  trodden  on  by 
a  horse  at  Lambeth.  Died  on  14th  June  in  Guy’s  Hospital. 

A  conductor,  aged  30  years,  fell  from  an  omnibus.  Died  on  26th  June  in 
the  Royal  Free  Hospital. 

__  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  22  per  1000  in  London,  24  in 
Edinburgh,  and  20  in  Dublin  ;  21  in  Bristol,  17  in  Birmingham,  38  in  Liverpool, 
9  in  Manchester,  30  in  Salford,  25  in  Sheffield,  36  in  Leeds,  18  in  Hull,  23  in

Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  25  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  30  per  1000 
during  the  weekending  the  23d  ult.,  when  the  temperature  was  1 ’9°  Fahrenheit 
lower  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  24  per  1000. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29*410  in.  The  atmospheric  pressure  fell  to  29' 12  in.  on  Tuesday, 
and  rose  to  29*96  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  - 
was  56*3°,  which  is  5*1°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaislier).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  1 
throughout  the  Week.  The  highest  point  attained  by  the  thermometer  in  the 
shade  was  70 ‘3°  on  Sunday.  The  thermometer  in  the  sun  rose  to  147*2°  on 
Thursday.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air 
temperature  was  6*1°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  81,  complete 
saturation  being  represented  by  100.  The  wind  blew  from  a  south-westerly  point. 
There  wyas  more  or  less  rain  on  every  day  but  Saturday.  The  rain-fall  at  Bristol 
during  the  week  amounted  to  2-45  in.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  July  14th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  3992  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3123.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  27  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  987  boy3  and  976  girls,  in  all  1963  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1948. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1540.  It  was  the 
twenty-eighth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1293.  The  actual  return  exceeds 
the  estimated  number  by  247. 

Small-pox  has  increased  within  the  last  six  weeks  ;  and  the  deaths  from  it  now 
returned  are  44.  The  disease  prevails  chiefly  in  the  East  districts. 

The  intense  heat  of  the  weather  has  favoured  the  development  of  diarrhoeal 
disorders.  Diarrhoea  was  fatal  in  150  cases ;  and  32  deaths  by  cholera  are 
recorded  in  the  week,  of  which  2  were  in  the  West,  4  in  the  North,  3  in  the 
Central,  20  in  the  East,  and  3  in  the  South  districts.  About  half  of  the  number 
are  cases  of  death  by  choleraic  diarrhoea,  or  summer  cholera.  The  17  following 
are  of  a  severer  character  : — 

London  City  ;  North-ivest. — At  27  London-wall,  on  12th  July,  the  wife  of  a  blacksmith,  aged 

40  years,  “  cholera  (24  hours).” 

Shoreditch  ;  Huxton  New  Town. — At  St.  Luke’s  workhouse,  on  9th  July,  a  japanner,  aged 
62  years,  “cholera  (2  days).” 

Bethnal  G keen  ;  Green.  —  At  29  Wellington-place,  on  12th  July,  a  porter,  aged  37  years, 
“cholera  (12  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  the  workhouse,  on  13th  July,  a  bricklayer,  aged  42  years,  “Asiatic 
cholera  (30  hours).” 

Whitechapel;  Church. — At  the  London  Hospital  from  Whitechapel,  on  11th  July,  a  female, 
aged  25  years,  “  cholera.” 

St.  George-in-the-East  ;  St.  Paul. — At  14  Lower  Chapman-street,  on  13th  July,  a  railway 
porter,  aged  30  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (9  hours).” 

Stepney  ;  Ratcliff. — At  10  The  Orchard,  on  14th  July,  a  ballast -getter,  aged  22  years,  “  cholera 
(14  hours).” 

Stepney;  Limehouse.  —  At  72  Lower  North-street,  on  11th  aad  13th  July,  the  son  and  wife 
of  a  dock  labourer,  aged  respectively  9  and  46  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (9  hours),  exhaustion 
“  cholera  Asiatica  (14  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  73  Lower  North-street,  on  13th  July  ,  the  daughter  of  a  painter,  aged 
6  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (13  hours).” 

Mile-end  Old  Town  :  Eastern. — At  1  Washington-street,  on  14th  July,  a  rope-maker,  aged 
37  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (22  hours).” 

Poplar  ;  Bow. — At  1  Crown-terrace,  Bromley,  on  11th  July,  a  domestic  servant  (female),  aged 
50  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (12  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  5  Catherine-street,  Bromley,  on  12th  July,  the  wife  of  a  shipwright,  aged 

41  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (16  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  8  Wellington-street,  Bromley,  on  12th  July,  an  excavator,  aged  56  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera  (14  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  1  Halsey-court,  Bow,  on  13th  July,  a  mariner,  aged  63  years,  “  choleraic 
diarrhoea  (30  hours).” 

Bermondsey  ;  St.  James. — At  23  Keeton’s-road,  on  8th  July,  a  mate  in  the  merchant  service, 
aged  29  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (11  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  states  that  the  man  arrived 
with  a  cargo  of  fruit  on  the  7th  instant  from  Rotterdam,  where  cholera  has  prevailed. 

Camberwell;  Camberwell. — At  60  Waterloo-street,  on  13th  July,  a  carrier,  aged  47  vears, 
cholera  (18  hours).”

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Immediate  measures  should  be  adopted  by  house  to  house  visitation,  and  other¬ 
wise  to  treat  the  disease  in  its  earliest  stage  of  diarrhoea.  And  the  cholera 
excretions  should  be  effectually  removed  or  destroyed. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  26  per  1000  in  London,  25  in 
Edinburgh,  and  15  in  Dublin  ;  27  in  Bristol,  19  in  Birmingham,  41  in  Liverpool, 

32  in  Manchester,  23  in  Salford,  26  in  Sheffield,  33  in  Leeds,  22  in  Hull,  24  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  24  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  30  per  100Q 
during  the  week  ending  the  30th  ult.,  when  the  temperature  was  14  *6°  Fahrenheit 
higher  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  24  per  1000. 

In  the  borough  of  Liverpool  of  the  382  deaths  returned  last  week  19  were 
referred  to  cholera. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  30 '038  in.  The  mean  daily  reading  was  above  30  in.  on  four  days 
of  the  week.  The  barometrical  reading  decreased  from  30'  17  on  Wednesday  to 
29 ‘92  on  Friday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  was  68-2°, 
■which  is  6 '3°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as  deter¬ 
mined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average 
on  every  day  after  Friday  ;  and  on  Sunday  the  excess  was  equal  to  11°.  On  this 
day  the  thermometer  in  the  shade  rose  to  87 '2°,  the  highest  point  attained  in 
the  week  ;  and  on  the  same  day  the  thermometer  in  the  sun  attained  163 ’5°.  The;  I 
difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  7 ' 7°.  I  a 
The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  77,  complete  saturation  being  re-  < 
presented  by  100.

In  tiie  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  July  21st  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4132  ; 
the  deaths  registered  3433.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  29  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1008  boys  and  101.5  girls,  in  all  2023  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1909. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1798.  It  was  the 
twenty-ninth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
was,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1370.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  by  428  the  estimated  number. 

While  epidemic  cholera  has  been  for  months  prevalent  in  several  cities  on  the 
Continent,  and  in  some  cities  such  as  Amiens,  as  Dr.  Druitt  shows,  has  been 
extraordinarily  fatal,  London  has  hitherto  remained  free  from  its  ravages.  At 
the  end  of  June  the  temperature  was  excessively  high,  and  after  that  date  cholera 
cases  were  noticed  ;  their  character  was  not  at  first  grave  ;  but  in  the  first  week 
of  July  14  cases,  in  the  second  32  cases  of  cholera  were  registered,  half  of  them 
at  least  of  the  epidemic  type.  In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  last  346  deaths 
from  cholera  were  recorded.  This  fatal  explosion  occurred  chiefly  in  the  com¬ 
paratively  poor  districts  of  the  East  of  London.  The  mortality  by  the  epidemic 
is  much  greater  than  it  was  in  the  corresponding  week  of  1854,  but  not  so  great  as 
it  was  in  the  epidemic  of  1849. 

Of  the  346  fatal  cases  now  recorded,  308  occurred  in  the  East  districts  of  the 
metropolis.  In  the  sub-district  of  Bow,  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  77,  of 
these  39  were  referred  to  cholera.  In  the  sub-district  of  Poplar  93  deaths  were 
registered,  and  the  deaths  from  cholera  were  52.  In  the  sub-district  of  Lime- 
house,  the  deaths  were  54  ;  of  these  43  were  from  cholera.  In  the  Green  sub¬ 
district,  Bethnal-green,  59  deaths  occurred  ;  30  of  these  from  cholera.  In  the 
sub-district  of  Mile-end  Old  Town  Eastern,  57  deaths  were  recorded,  33  from 
cholera.  Eleven  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  in  the  West  districts,  6  in 
the  North,  and  20  in  the  South.  Only  one  death  from  the  epidemic  occurred  in 
the  Central  districts.  Former  experience  should  now  be  turned  to  account ;  and 
the  authorities  should  be  as  prompt  in  defence  as  the  cholera  is  in  attack. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  31  per  1000  in  London,  20  in 
Edinburgh,  and  17  in  Dublin  ;  22  in  Bristol,  16  in  Birmingham,  43  in  Liverpool, 
31  in  Manchester,  30  in  Salford,  27  in  Sheffield,  33  in  Leeds,  21  in  Hull,  27  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  30  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  29  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  7th  inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  10‘  1°  Fahrenheit 
higher  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  22  per  1000.

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29-894  in.  The  barometrical  reading  decreased  from  30-0l  in.  on 
Sunday  to  29 ’74  in.  on  Thursday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  62 ‘2°,  which  is  0- 2°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  highest  day  temperature  was  83  *  3°  on  Sunday. 
The  lowest  night  temperature  was  47 '2°  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday.  The 
entire  range  of  temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  36-1°.  The  mean  of  the 
highest  temperatures  of  the  water  of  the  Thames  was  68-1°;  that  of  the  lowest 
was  67 '0°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air 
temperature  was  8  •  1°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  75,  complete 
saturation  being  represented  by  100.  No  rain  fell  in  any  of  the  13  towns.

Note.—' The  water  includes  the  supply  for  manufactures  and  for  various  purposes  other  than  domestic 
consumption.  This  return,  as  compared  with  that  for  the  previous  month,  shows  an  increase  of  276  houses 
and  an  increase  of  3,218,926  gallons  of  water  supplied  daily. 

The  Table  may  be  read  thus:  100,000  pounds  of  Chelsea  Water  contained  25'4  lbs.  of  solid  matter, 
of  which  1' 57  lb.  of  organic  and  other  volatile  matters  was  driven  off  by  incineration.  0‘ 0504  lb.  of  oxygen  was 
required  to  oxidise  the  organic  matter  in  the  said  quantity  of  Chelsea  Water.  Of  the  solid  matter  16  •  5  lbs. 
were  carbonate  of  lime  or  its  equivalent  of  hardening  salts.* 

The  results  are  recorded  in  100,000  parts.  By  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  right  the  above 
figures  express  in  milligrams  the  quantities  contained  in  one  kilogram  of  the  several  waters. 

The  fourth  column  of  this  Table  contains  the  amount  of  solid  matter  left  on  evaporation  and  desiccation 
at  120°  C.  —  130°  C.  (218°  F.  —  266°  F.)  The  whole  of  the  waters  were  again,  as  in  last  month,  free  from 
turbidity  when  drawn  from  the  Companies’  mains. 

*  The  degree  of  hardness  hitherto  employed  by  chemists  is  that  first  proposed  by  Dr.  T.  Clark,  viz.,  one 
grain  of  carbonate  of  lime,  or  its  equivalent  of  hardening  salts,  in  one  Imperial  Gallon  of  Water,  or  one 
part  in  70,000.  The  degrees  of  hardness  used  in  the  above  Table  are  readily  converted  into  Clark’s  degrees 
by  multiplying  by  7,  and  then  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  right.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  July  28th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4147; 
the  deaths  registered  4366.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  37  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1016  boys  and  973  girls,  in  all  1989  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1966. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  2600.  It  was  the 
thirtieth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week  is, 
with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1387.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  by  1213  the  estimated  number. 

The  excess  of  deaths  is  caused  entirely  by  cholera  and  diarrhoea.  904  deaths 
by  cholera,  349  by  diarrhoea  were  registered  in  the  week,  making  in  the  aggregate 
1253  deaths.  The  deaths  by  cholera  in  the  last  five  weeks  have  been  6,  14,  32, 
346,  and  904  ;  by  its  allied  disease  diarrhoea  67,  102,  150,  221,  and  349.  The 
epidemic  takes  the  form  of  diarrhoea  chiefly  in  young  children  ;  thus  309  of  the 
349  deaths  fi'om  diarrhoea  last  week  were  children  under  5  years  of  age,  including 
244  infants.  Of  cholera  179  children  of  the  same  age  died  ;  160  boys  and  girls 
of  5  and  under  20  years  of  age ;  455  men  and  women  in  the  prime  of  life  ;  and 
1 10  people  of  ages  above  60. 

It  is  a  peculiarity  of  the  case  that  the  greater  part  of  this  slaughter  in  seven 
days  of  1253  people  of  all  ages  took  place  within  a  limited  portion  of  the  London 
area.  924  of  the  deaths,  811  by  cholera,  and  113  by  diarrhoea,  were  registered  in 
the  six  districts  of  Bethnal-green,  Whitechapel,  St.  George-in-the-East,  Stepney, 
Mile-end  Old  Town,  and  Poplar,  including  Bow,  among  about  a  seventh  part  of  the 
population  of  London  and  on  one-fourteenth  of  its  area.  The  attack  extends  all 
along  the  north  side  of  the  Thames,  from  the  River  Lea  and  the  Isle  of  Dogs  to  the 
Tower  of  London.  Limeliouse  Basin  and  the  Regent’s  Canal  are  the  Central  line 
if  the  attack,  which  stretches  as  far  north  as  Victoria-park.  This  is  essentially 
the  port  of  London,  inhabited  by  its  maritime  population.  The  canals  and  the  basin 
ire  full  of  foul  water,  and  are  apparently  connected  with  the  Limehouse  cut, 
the  Hackney  cut,  and  the  River  Lea.  The  East  London  Waterworks  canal  draws 
ts  supply  from  the  river  at  Lea  Bridge,  where  there  is  a  reservoir,  and  runs  for  a 
louple  of  miles  by  the  side  of  the  Hackney  cut  down  to  its  other  reservoirs  north 
if  Bow  and  near  the  Lea.  The  present  cholera  field  derives  its  waters  from  these 
works.  It  is  right  to  add,  that  the  water  has  hitherto  borne  a  comparison 
with  the  other  London  waters  in  Dr.  Frankland’s  analyses.  To-day  at  Poplar  the 
water  looks  clear,  and  no  complaints  are  made  of  its  quality.  The  company  will, 
io  doubt,  take  exemplary  pains  to  filter  its  waters  ;  but  it  is  not  easy  to  guarantee 
he  purity  of  water  drawn  from  such  a  river  as  the  Lea,  in  dangerous  proximity 
o  sewers,  cuts,  and  canals. 
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,46  Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

Whoever  will  take  the  trouble  to  go  among  the  people  now  suffering  in  crowded 
dwellings  will  see  the  danger  of  the  water  butt ;  poor  women  are  washing  the 
dirty  linen  of  patients  with  water  drawn  from  those  vessels,  which  are  often  found 
close  to  the  water-closets.  It  would  be  a  source  of  additional  safety  to  London  if 
the  tanks  and  butts  were  all  abolished,  and  the  pipes  were  filled  on  the  system  of 
constant  supply.  The  time  has  come  for  this  reform. 

The  mortality  is  overwhelming  in  some  of  the  districts.  In  Poplar  alone  145, 
in  Bow  188  people  died  last  week,  including  Dr.  Ansell,  the  meritorious  health 
officer,  and  Mr.  Ceeley,  clerk  to  the  Board  of  Works,  whose  name  figures  on  the 
placards.  The  people  are  falling  ill  every  hour  ;  you  see  them  of  all  ages,  children 
and  adults,  lying  about  their  beds  like  people  under  the  influence  of  a  deadly  poison, 
some  acutely  suffering,  nearly  all  conscious  of  their  fate  and  of  all  that  is  going  on 
around  them.  Here  the  doctor  is  drawn  in  by  the  husband  to  see  the  wife  now 
attacked;  there  the  husband  lies  in  spasms;  here  is  an  old  woman  seated  dead,  with 
eyes  wide  open  ;  there  lies  a  fine  four-year  old  child,  his  curly  head  drooping  in 
death,  but  his  mother  says  the  pulse  is  strong,  and  he  takes  what  she  gives  him. 
An  older  brother  just  recovered  is  running  about.  Several  wards  of  the  London 
hospital  are  full  of  patients,  many  of  them  very  young  children  in  all  stages  of  the 
disease ;  some  dying,  some  well  again  and  playing.  The  medical  men  have  no 
rest,  and  with  the  Health  Officers  are  nobly  doing  their  duty  ;  brave  men  ready 
to  lay  down  their  lives  for  their  patients.  The  people  themselves  are  most 
patient  ;  most  willing  to  help  each  other,  the  women  always  in  front,  and  none 
shrinking  danger.  There  is  no  desertion  of  children,  husbands,  wives,  fathers,  or 
mothers  from  fear. 

In  the  midst  of  this  scene  the  authorities  have  been  to  some  extent  paralyzed. 
The  nuisance  inspectors  are  not  sufficiently  numerous,  neither  are  the  medical 
officers.  The  administrative  work  has  not  been  organized  with  sufficient  prompti¬ 
tude,  and  is  not  carried  out  with  sufficient  energy. 

Such  a  calamity  as  this  may  well  call  forth  the  whole  resources  of  London,  and 
what  is  especially  wanted  is  executive  power  well  organized  in  conjunction  with 
the  Medical  Health  Officers.  The  people  of  East  London  want  help. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  44  per  1,000  in  London,  24  in 
Edinburgh,  and  20  in  Dublin  ;  21  in  Bristol,  19  in  Birmingham,  47  in  Liverpool, 
38  in  Manchester,  27  in  Salford,  27  in  Sheffield,  33  in  Leeds,  25  in  Hull,  33  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  26  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  31  per  1,000 
during  the  week  ending  the  14th  inst.,  when  the  temperature  was  0-4°  Fahrenheit 
lower  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  26  per  1,000. 

In  Liverpool  of  the  440  deaths  returned  last  week  87  were  referred  to  cholera, 
against  45  fatal  cases  in  the  previous  week.  The  45  deaths  in  Soutliamptou, 
showing  an  annual  rate  of  mortality  equal  to  43  per  1,000,  included  24  from  cholera, 
showing  a  decrease  of  five  upon  those  of  the  previous  week.  The  following  deaths 
were  certified  as  from  cholera  in  the  remaining  large  towns  of  England  furnishing 
weekly  returns  ;  Manchester  and  Salford  8,  Bristol  2,  Sheffield  2,  Leeds  4,  New¬ 
castle-upon-Tyne  2,  and  Hull  3.  No  fatal  case  of  cholera  is  noticed  in  this  u 
Birmingham  returns.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  August  4th  the  births  registered  in 
London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4086  ; 
the  deaths  registered  4499.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  38  per  1000  persons 
living. 

In  London  the  births  of  1049  boys  and  939  girls,  in  all  1988  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1914. 

The  DEATns  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  2661.  It  was  the 
thirty-first  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
is,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1395.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  the  estimated  number  by  1266. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  high  rate  of  mortality  that  ruled  in  the  previous 
week.  1053  persons  died  of  cholera,  354  of  diarrhoea,  making  1407  deaths  from 
both  forms  of  disease. 

The  deaths  returned  in  the  four  last  weeks  from  cholera  were  32,  346,  904,  and 
1053  ;  from  diarrhoea  150,  221,  347,  354.  The  deaths  from  cholera  exceed  by 
149  the  deaths  in  the  previous  week  ;  the  excess  in  the  total  deaths  is  only  61. 

Of  cholera  and  diarrhoea  573  children  under  5  years  of  age,  1 14  boys  and  girls  of 
the  age  of  5-10  ;  79  of  the  age  10-20  ;  255  men  and  -women  of  the  age  20-40  ;  248 
of  the  age  40-60  ;  127  of  the  age  60-80  ;  and  11  old  people  of  80  and  upwards. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  or  cholera  in  small  numbers  occurred  all  over  the  London 
districts  ;  in  Kensington,  Marylebone,  Pancras,  Islington,  Holborn,  the  numbers 
were  considerable.  In  the  West  districts  of  London  12  persons  died  of  cholera  ; 
in  the  Nortli  districts  46  (including  19  in  Islington,  20  in  Ilackney)  ;  in  the  Central 
districts  31,  including  12  in  St.  Botolph  ;  in  the  South  districts  47,  including  21  in 
Deptford  and  Greenwich  ;  while  in  the  East  districts  916  persons  died  of  unequi¬ 
vocal  cholera.  Only  16  of  the  deaths  from  cholera  occurred  in  one  of  the  largest 
of  the  East  districts,  Shoreditch.  The  violence  of  the  attack  is  still  expended  on 
Bethnal-green,  Whitechapel,  St.  George-in-the-East,  Stepney,  Mile-end  Old  Town, 
and  Poplar,  including  Bow.  There  is  some  subsidence  in  Poplar  and  Stepney, 
but  increased  virulence  in  Betlmal-green  and  Whitechapel.  The  attack  has  been 
circumscribed  by  nearly  the  same  lines  for  three  weeks  in  succession.  This  is  no 
accident ;  the  phenomena  are  due  to  some  specific  cause. 

These  violent  outbreaks  are  almost  invariably  in  England  the  result  of  con¬ 
tamination  of  the  waters  ;  and  the  question  is  subsequently  noticed.  Upon  the 
assumption  that  the  waters  were  at  some  time  impure,  there  is  this  further  aggrava¬ 
tion  that  in  the  lower  districts  the  water  is  not  carried  away.  “  It  is  unfortunately,” 
says  Mr.  Bazalgette,  “  the  locality  where  our  main  drainage  works  are  not  complete.” 
A  temporary  pumping  station  is  to  be  erected  forthwith,  and  will  be  in  operation  in 
about  three  weeks  at  Abbey  Mills. 

The  East  London  waters  have  been  analyzed  by  Dr.  Frankland,  whose  report  is 
reassuring  ;  andMr.  Greaves,  the  engineer,  is  fully  alive  to  the  extreme  importance 
of  pure  water  at  the  present  moment.  The  waters  of  shallow  wells  and  pumps 
are  polluted  ;  and  in  this  crisis  the  health  of  London  is  very  much  in  the  hands  of 
our  hydraulic  engineers. 

The  local  authorities,  who  had  not  instituted  generally  house-to-house  visitation, 
are  now  on  the  alert.  The  sympathy  of  the  whole  nation  with  the  sufferers  has 
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been  touchingly  expressed  by  Her  Majesty,  and  has  been  proclaimed  by  the  Prime 
Minister.  Under  these  auspices,  and  with  the  intelligent  exertions  of  the  people 
themselves,  we  may  hope  ere  long  to  see  the  destructive  progress  of  the  plague 
stayed. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  45  per  1000  in  London,  23  in 
Edinburgh,  and  20  in  Dublin  ;  22  in  Bristol,  22  in  Birmingham^  53  in  Liverpool, 
38  in  Manchester,  30  in  Salford,  24  in  Sheffield,  34  in  Leeds,  24  in  Hull,  41  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  28  in  Glasgow.  The  rate  in  Vienna  was  33  per  1000 
during  the  week  ending  the  21st  ult.,  when  the  temperature  was  18*2°  Fahrenheit 
higher  than  in  the  same  week  in  London,  where  the  rate  was  31  per  1000. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  556  in.  The  barometrical  reading  increased  from  29  •  37  in.  on 
Suuday  to  29 ‘77  in.  on  Wednesday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the 
week  was  58 ' 83,  which  is  3 1 6°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years 
(as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  highest  day  temperature  was  72 ‘9°  on 
Friday.  The  lowest  night  temperature  was  46 '0°  on  Tuesday.  The  entire  range 
of  temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  26 '9°.  The  mean  of  the  highest 
temperatures  of  the  water  of  the  Thames  was  62  •  6°  ;  that  of  the  lowest  was  61 '9°. 
The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was 
6 ,7°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  79,  complete  saturation  being 
represented  by  100.  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  O’ 51  in.

The  Water  Supply  of  the  East  Districts. 

The  cause  of  the  epidemic  of  cholera  consists,  as  is  well  known  now,  of  a 
zymotic  matter  in  various  degrees  of  activity  all  over  the  London  area  ;  affecting 
the  people  in  various  ways,  through  air,  contact,  and  water.  Hitherto,  in  all 
great  outbreaks  here,  the  cholerine,  which  this  stuff  may  be  called,  has  been 
distributed  chiefly  through  water,  as  was  shown  in  the  Registrar  General’s  reports 
on  the  previous  epidemics. 

When  it  was  observed,  therefore,  that  the  present  fatal  explosion  of  cholera  fell 
on  the  East  districts  in  the  first  week,  suspicion  was  aroused  ;  and  that  was 
strengthened  by  the  observations  of  the  week  ending  July  28th,  and  by  personal 
inspection,  which  showed  that  the  attacks  were  diffused  over  a  wide  area,  among 
many  people  in  bad  hygienic  conditions,  and  also  among  many  in  ordinary  conditions, 
often  well  to  do,  living  in  streets  by  no  means  so  poor  or  so  dirty  as  the  streets  of 
the  south  and  of  other  regions  of  London.  The  population  was  principally  in  the 
port  of  London,  but  not  exclusively  ;  and  little  more  exposed  to  infection  than 
the  districts  along  the  south  side  of  the  Thames,  which  had  formerly  been 
decimated  by  cholera,  when  the  water  supply  on  that  side  was  polluted.  The  air 
of  East  London  is  often  charged  with  impurities,  which  are  undoubtedly  noxious 
and  so  are  other  parts  ;  but  any  impurity  of  the  air  is  rapidly  diffused  all  over 
London. 

Nearly  all  of  the  infected  districts  are  supplied  by  one  water  company,  which  now 
derives  its  water,  not  as  was  stated  last  week  at  Lea  Bridge  where  its  filtering 
beds  lie,  but  about  2f  miles  higher  up  the  river,  and  above  Tottenham  ;  as  far  as 
Enfield  the  river  is  protected  from  sewage  by  an  intercepting  drain  ;  but  it  receives 
the  drainage  of  all  the  country  and  towns  in  its  basin.* 

The  New  River  takes  a  large  portion  of  its  supply  higher  up  the  Lea  ;  and 
engages  to  deodorize  the  sewage  of  Hertford  before  it  is  discharged  into  the 
water.  There  is  no  such  protection  against  the  sewage  of  Ware.  Upon  the 
whole,  the  upper  waters,  of  the  tributary  Lea  are  not  worse  than  the  waters  of  the 
Thames,  which  are  exposed  to  similar  contaminations  ;  and  the  filtering  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  East  London  Company  are  elaborate,  and  probably  as  effective  as  those 
of  the  Thames  companies.  The  13  filter  beds  at  Lea  Bridge  cover  an  area  of  12 
i  acres.  A  part  of  the  water  is  distributed  from  the  well  of  those  beds  by  the 
most  powerful  engine  of  the  company;  the  rest  of  the  filtered  water  is  carried 
three  miles  down  to  a  covered  reservoir  of  about  2^  acres  at  Old  Ford,  where  it  is 
distributed  over  the  area  now  suffering  so  much  from  cholera.  The  water  in  this 
reservoir  looks  jierfectly  pure.  Close  by  its  side,  which  is  wrell  built,  flow's  the  tidal 
end  of  the  Lea,  black  and  full  of  the  foulest  impurities. 

The  company  in  its  first  years  drew  its  waters  mainly  from  the  Lea  at  this  jioint, 
and  the  first  improvement  was  effected  by  carrying  its  intake  up  the  river  to  Lea 
bridge  beyond  the  tidal  range.  The  water  was  brought  down  an  open  canal  by  the 
side  of  Hackney  cut,  and  terminated  in  twro  large  reservoirs  on  the  other  side  of 
the  black  Lea.  This  canal  and  these  reservoirs  of  about  nine  acres  still  exist  ; 
they  are  marked  in  the  most  recent  map  by  Stanford  as  the  “  East  London  Water¬ 
works  canal,”  and  the  “  East  London  Waterworks  reservoirs.”  One  of  these 
reservoirs  was  recently  emptied,  and  was  filled  again  perhaps  by  springs  or  soakage. 
These  old  reservoirs  are  not,  it  is  said,  used,  the  covered  reservoirs  containing  the 
only  water  fit  for  use  ;  but  the  old  reservoirs  retain  their  old  channels  of  communi-

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cation  with  the  pumping  wells,  and  the  company  has  the  power  in  an  emergency 
to  distribute  the  water  from  the  old  reservoirs  all  over  the  region  of  the  cholera 
field.  But  this  the  company  professes  not  to  do, — and  it  could  scarcely  be  the  result 
of  accident,  otherwise  the  diffusion  of  the  waters  of  the  old  reservoirs  over  the 
area  would  afford  a  probable  explanation  of  the  sudden  outbreak  in  East  London. 

It  is  a  notable  circumstance  that  the  parts  north  of  Victoria  park,  supplied 
by  the  East  London  company  direct  from  their  filter  beds,  have  no*t  hitherto  suffered 
from  cholera,  notwithstanding  contiguity  to  the  infected  districts,  more  than  other 
districts  supplied  by  other  companies.  This  implies  that  the  East  London  water  as 
it  leaves  the  filter  beds  is  as  good  as  any  other  water  in  London. 

It  is  natural,  as  laud  is  valuable  in  East  London,  to  inquire  why  a  commercial 
company  has  for  many  years  retained  some  miles  of  a  canal  and  nine  acres  of  reservoirs 
for  no  purpose  ?  Mr.  Greaves  replies  that  the  canal  serves  to  carry  off  the  waste 
of  the  filter  beds,  and  that  the  company  proposes  to  convert  one  of  the  old  ponds 
into  a  covered  reservoir.  When  this  is  done,  and  the  other  pond,  which,  we  are 
told,  is  of  no  use,  is  filled  up,  or  has  no  longer  any  connection  with  the  pumping 
wells  of  the  company,  the  public  may  well  rest  satisfied,  until  some  great  general 
reform  is  effected  in  the  water  supply  of  London.  In  the  interests  of  the  public 
health  the  country  has  a  right  to  demand  this  security. 


The  following  are  Extracts  from  Letters  which  have  been  received  from 
Professor  Frankland,  F.R.S.  :  — 

“  I  have  seen  an  abstract  of  the  Registrar  General’s  Return.  The  mortality  is 
frightful.  I  write  to  suggest  the  addition  of  permanganate  of  potash  to  the  water 
in  the  Company’s  reservoirs.  The  amount  required  would  be  80  lbs.  of  perman¬ 
ganate  to  every  1,000,000  (million)  gallons  of  the  water.  The  permanganate 
should  be  dissolved  in  a  few  hundred  gallons  of  the  water,  and  then  run  into  the 
reservoirs  with  the  rest  of  the  water  in  such  a  manner  as  to  get  a  thorough 
admixture.  If  the  water  retains  a  pink  hue  so  much  the  better  ;  it  will  lose  it 
before  it  reaches  the  consumer;  in  fact  the  permanganate  ought  to  be  added  until 
a  pink  tint  lasting  half  an  hour  is  obtained  in  the  reservoir.  The  quantity  may 
appear  large,  but  it  is  of  no  use  to  employ  a  smaller  amount.  It  should  be  applied, 
if  possible,  after  filtration ,  and  immediately  before  transmission  to  the  consumer. 
Mr.  Condy,  near  Battersea,  manufactures  this  material  largely,  but  I  do  not  know 
if  he  could  meet  so  large  a  demand. 

“  The  expense  of  the  permanganate  at  a  shilling  per  lb.  will  be  considerable  ; 
but  what  is  such  an  expense  in  the  face  of  this  mortality  ?  It  will  cost  much 
less  than  the  disinfection  of  the  London  sewage,  which  was  contemplated  some  time 
ago.  Of  course  the  effect  of  the  permanganate  is  not  a  matter  of  certainty,  but  it 
is  the  only  thing,  capable  in  this  emergency  of  such  application,  that  I  should  have 
any  faith  in.  It  is  quite  innocuous,  and  could  therefore  do  no  harm.  It  is  much 
better  than  boiling  the  water,  even  if  that  were  possible,  for  water  containing  a 
slight  leakage  from  a  water-closet  is  not  deprived  of  its  noxious  qualities  by  being- 
boiled  for  a  short  time.  • 

“  When  I  state  that  permanganate  is  the  only  purifier  in  which  I  should  have 
faith,  I  have  regard  of  course  to  what  is  practicable  in  the  present  emergency,  for, 


if  its  use  were  practicable,  I  should  prefer  filtration  through  animal  charcoal,  which, 


as  you  will  see  from  my  three  recent  reports,  removes  practically  all  organic  matter. 

1^  tons  of  animal  charcoal  would  be  required  for  each  1,000,000  gallons  sent  out 
daily.  The  animal  charcoal  should  be  in  grains  about  the  size  of  blasting  powder, 
and  the  filtered  water  would  simply  have  to  pass  through  the  mass  of  this  charcoal 
contained  in  a  suitable  tank.  The  London'Water  Purifying  Company  between  the  j 
entrances  to  King’s  College  and  Somerset  House  use  this  material,  and  it  is  through 
one  of  their  filters  that  the  New  River  water  passes  for  my  monthly  determinations.  , 
I  think,  after  all,  that  such  a  mode  of  purifying  the  whole  of  a  company’s  water 
is  by  no  means  an  insuperable  undertaking.  The  charcoal  will  continue  to  act  for 
six  months  at  least.  It  is  the  charcoal  used  by  sugar  refiners,  and  care  should  be  1 
taken  that  it  is  fresh,  and  has  not  been  already  used.”

In  compliance  with  your  request  I  have  made  a  special  analysis  of  the  water 
supplied  by  the  East  London  Company,  and  collected  on  the  1st  instant.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  are  the  results,  together  with  those  yielded  by  the  water  supplied  by  the 
same  Company  on  the  1st  of  July,  and  on  the  average  of  a  whole  year.

It  is  the  amount  of  organic  matter  contained  in  this  water  which  is  of  especial 
importance  in  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  district  supplied  by 
this  company.  The  above  results  show  that,  in  this  respect,  the  water  supplied  on 
the  1st  of  August  is  considerably  better  than  that  supplied  on  the  1st  of  July,  when 
the  amount  of  this  ingredient  was  markedly  above  the  average.  Chemical  analysis, 
therefore,  although  it  shows  a  larger  quantity  of  organic  matter  than  ought  to  be 
contained  in  water  used  for  drinking  purposes,  does  not  reveal  any  exceptional 
degree  of  pollution  in  this  water.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that 
chemical  investigation  is  utterly  unable  to  detect  the  presence  of  choleraic  poison 
amongst  the  organic  impurities  of  water,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  poison 
may  be  present  in  quantity  fatal  to  the  consumer,  though  far  too  minute  to  be 
detected  by  the  most  delicate  chemical  research. 

It  is  thus  that  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  cholera,  or  of  choleraic  diarrhoea, 
upon  the  banks  of  any  of  the  streams,  from  which  the  water  supply  of  London  is 
so  largely  derived,  may  at  any  moment  diffuse  this  poison  over  large  areas  of  the 
metropolis.  For  the  prevention  of  such  a  catastrophe  there  is  a  method  which 
deserves  considerable  confidence.  In  my  last  three  monthly  reports  to  you  on  the 
metropolitan  waters,  I  have  shown  that  filtration  through  animal  charcoal  (bone- 
black)  removes,  practically,  the  whole  of  the  organic  matter  from  the  New  Liver 
water  ;  and  in  numerous  other  experiments,  I  have  ascertained  that  this  process  is 
equally  efficient  even  when  applied  to  the  foul  waters  of  ponds  and  ditches.  I 
have  also  proved  that  its  action  continues  unimpaired  for  three  months,  and  will 
probably  last  for  a  year,  even  when  very  large  volumes  of  water  are  passed  through 
it.  Animal  charcoal  alone  has  this  power  ;  vegetable  charcoal  being  perfectly 
inert, 

I  would,  therefore,  most  earnestly  recommend,  that  during  the  prevalence  of 
cholera,  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  metropolis  should  be  passed  through 
animal  charcoal  immediately  before  transmission  to  consumers  from  the  reservoirs 
of  the  respective  companies.  For  this  purpose  300  tons  of  bone-black  in  the 
condition  in  which  it  is  used  by  sugar  refiners  would  be  required  to  purify  the 
total  supply  of  the  metropolis,  as  I  find  that  water  passed  at  the  rate  of  1,000,000 
gallons  in  24  hours  through  3  tons  of  bone-black  is  completely  purified.  This 
operation,  even  when  performed  upon  the  water  supply  of  London  (100,000,000 
gallons  daily),  would  be  neither  formidable  nor  expensive.  Three  or  four  days 
would  suffice  to  fix  the  necessary  filtering  boxes,  whilst  the  animal  charcoal,  being 
an  article  which  is  now  manufactured  on  a  very  large  scale,  can  be  had  on  the 
shortest  notice.  Jt  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add,  that  the  water  should  be  passed 
through  the  animal  charcoal  after  it  has  undergone  the  usual  process  of  filtration.

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In  reply  to  an  inquiry  Mr.  Bazalgette  has  favoured  the  Registrar  General  with  a 
short  account  of  the  drainage  of  the  cholera  district. 

“  It  is  unfortunately  just  the  locality  where  our  main  drainage  works  are  not 
complete.  The  low-level  sewer  is  constructed  through  the  locality,  but  the  pumping 
station  at  Abbey  Mills  will  not  be  completed  until  next  summer  ;  therefore  the 
drainage  of  the  district  does  not  yet  flow  into  the  low-level  sewer.  We  are 
deodorizing  the  sewers  and  gullies  freely  with  chloride  of  lime,  and  to-morrow  I 
shall  recommend  the  Board  to  erect  a  temporary  pumping  station  at  Abbey  Mills 
to  lift  the  sewage  of  this  district  into  the  Northern  Outfall  Sewer.  This  can  be 
accomplished  in  about  three  'weeks  time.  m

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  August  11th  the  births  registered  in 
jOndon  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4173; 
he  deaths  registered  4059.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  35  per  1000  persons 
iving. 

In  London  the  births  of  1021  boys  and  950  girls,  in  all  1971  children,  were 
•egistered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
iverage  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1915. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  2299.  It  was  the 
hirty-second  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
s,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1366.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
return  exceed  the  estimated  number  by  933. 

The  weekly  deaths  are  declining.  2299  deaths  were  registered  last  week  ;  2661 
in  the  week  preceding.  The  deaths  are  less  by  52  daily  than  they  were  in  the 
previous  week  ;  and  the  whole  of  the  decrement  is  accounted  for  by  the  fall  of  the 
leaths  by  cholera  and  diarrhoea  from  1407  to  1045. 

Of  cholera  781,  of  diarrhoea  264  persons  died  last  week  ;  of  both  forms  of  disease 
1045  ;  which  is  less  than  the  numbers  in  the  previous  week  by  362,  thus  distri¬ 
buted  in  respect  of  ages  :  under  20  the  decrease  of  children’s  deaths  is  228,  at 
20-40  the  decrease  is  80,  at  40-60  it  is  42,  at  60-80  it  is  16  ;  of  old  people  of  80 
and  upwards  the  deaths  have  increased  by  4. 

The  decrease  in  the  mortality  of  children  is  gratifying  evidence  of  the  good 
effects  of  increased  care  for  their  lives. 

As  the  East  districts  were  devastated  to  the  greatest  extent,  they  last  week 
experienced  the  greatest  relief  ;  the  deaths  in  them  from  the  epidemic,  including 
diarrhoea  and  cholera,  fell  from  1041  to  774,  and  the  decline  is  observable  in  each 
of  the  districts. 

10,898  persons  have  died  in  London  during  the  last  five  weeks  ;  a  number  ex- 
i  eeeding  the  corrected  average  by  4213.  Within  the  five  weeks  31 16  persons  died  of 
cholera,  1338  of  diarrhoea.  The  mortality  in  the  West  districts  was  at  the  annual 
rate  of  24,  in  the  East  districts  at  the  rate  of  82  per  1000  inhabitants.  In  the 
West  districts  225,  in  the  East  districts  3182  persons  died  of  cholera  and  diarrhoea; 
the  estimated  population  being  respectively  511,258  and  607,945. 

To  facilitate  the  inquiry  into  the  causes,  and  to  supply  information  to  those 
who  are  engaged  in  combating  the  epidemic,  the  particulars  of  every  death  in 
London  are  now  published  daily  ;  all  the  deaths  for  instance  registered  on  Monday 
in  the  districts  of  London  from  Fulham  to  Woolwich  can  be  procured  on  Tuesday 
evening,  by  scientific  men,  at  the  Queen’s  printers. 

The  deaths  registered  from  cholera  in  the  East  Districts  during  the  seven  days 
of  the  week  were  223  on  Sunday  and  Monday,  114  on  Tuesday  ;  90,  98,  71,  and 
78  on  the  four  following  days  :  in  all  London  on  the  same  days  249,  130,  109,  114, 

I  85,  94. 

No  greater  mistake  could  be  made  than  to  relax  the  efforts  for  combating  tho 
disease,  or  for  relieving  the  distress  which  it  has  already  wrought. 

The  Water  companies,  Dr.  Frankland  has  suggested,  should  filter  their  supplies 
through  animal  charcoal  ;  and  the  suggestion  is  well  worthy  of  the  consideration 
of  their  engineers  at  this  time,  when  the  waters  of  no  shallow  wells  can  be  used 
without  risk.  In  epidemic  districts  the  water  butts  should  be  emptied,  disinfected, 
and  refilled,

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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  39  per  1000  in  London,  19  in 
Edinburgh,  and  21  in  Dublin  ;  20  in  Bristol,  23  in  Birmingham,  32  in  Manchester, 

28  in  Salford,  25  in  Sheffield,  32  in  Leeds,  22  in  Hull,  35  in  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne,  and  26  in  Glasgow.  The  return  from  Liverpool  has  not  come  to  hand. 
The  rate  in  Vienna  was  35  per  1000  during  the  week  ending  the  28th  ult.,  when 
the  mean  temperature  was  2 ’6°  Fahrenheit  higher  than  in  the  same  week  in 
London,  where  the  rate  was  44  per  1000. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '561  in.  The  barometrical  reading  increased  from  29 '29  in.  on 
Tuesday  to  29 ‘96  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week  , 
was  57 ‘7°,  which  is  4 '4°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as  j» 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  highest  day  temperature  was  70-0°  on  Tuesday. 
The  lowest  night  temperature  was  48 '2°  on  Friday  and  Saturday.  The  entire 
range  of  temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  21  -8°.  The  mean  of  the  highest 
temperatures  of  the  water  of  the  Thames  was  60- 7°;  that  of  the  lowest  was 
59' 6°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  tempe¬ 
rature  was  8 •  l3.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  75,  complete 
saturation  being  represented  by  100.  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  O' 59  in.

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In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  August  18th  the  births  registered  in 
-  London  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  3968; 
the  deaths  registered  3.510.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  30  per  1000  persons 

living. 

In  London  the  births  of  944  boys  and  927  girls,  in  all  1871  children,  were 
registered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-6.5  the 
average  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1922. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1799.  It  was  the 
thirty-third  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
is,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1332.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
i  return  exceed  the  estimated  number  by  467. 

The  deaths  are  less  by  500  than  the  numbers  recorded  in  the  previous  week. 
The  deaths  by  cholera  have  fallen  from  1053  and  781  in  the  two  previous  weeks 
to  455.  The  decrease  of  deaths  by  the  two  forms  of  cholera  and  diarrhoea  is 
absolutely  greatest  in  childhood,  but  relatively  greatest  in  manhood.  Thus  the 
deaths  under  the  age  of  20  have  fallen  in  the  week  from  538  to  373,  at  the  age  of 
•  20-40  from  175  to  121,  at  40  and  upwards  from  332  to  155.  Thus  this  epidemic 
explosion  which  has  slain  in  a  few  weeks  so  many  people  in  the  East,  and  has 
threatened  the  whole  population  of  London,  is  subsiding.  It  has  been  felt  in  every 
district,  but  its  great  ravages  have  not  yet  extended  beyond  the  original  limits. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  31  per  1000  in  London,  24  in 
Edinburgh,  and  22  in  Dublin  ;  20  in  Bristol,  19  in  Birmingham,  56  in  Liverpool, 
27  in  Manchester,  27  in  Salford,  25  in  Sheffield,  25  in  Leeds,  29  in  Hull,  32  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  25  in  Glasgow. 

In  the  borough  of  Liverpool,  of  the  518  deaths  registered  during  last  week,  157 
were  referred  to  cholera,  and  63  to  diarrhoea.  The  cases  of  cholera  showed  an 
increase  of  31  upon  those  returned  in  the  previous  week,  while  diarrhoea  had 
declined  12.  The  deaths  from  cholera  in  Liverpool  during  the  past  seven  weeks 
have  been  respectively  4,  19,  45,  87,  101,  126,  and  last  week  157.  The  decrease 
in  the  fatality  of  this  disease,  which  has  been  in  the  last  fortnight  so  rapid  in 
London,  has  not  yet  commenced  in  Liverpool.  Epidemic  cholera  does  not  exist  in 
any  of  the  other  larger  towns. 
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At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  •  680  in.  The  barometrical  reading  decreased  from  29 ‘90  in.  at  the 
beginning  of  the  week  to  29 '51  in.  on  Thursday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the 
air  in  the  week  was  58*0°,  which  is  3  •  5°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  50  years  (as  determined  by  Mr.  Glaisher).  The  highest  day  temperature  was 
72 ‘2°  on  Saturday.  The  lowest  night  temperature  was  46 ' 9°  also  on  Saturday. 
The  entire  range  of  temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  25  •  3°.  The  mean 
of  the  highest  temperatures  of  the  water  of  the  Thames  was  61  '4°  ;  that  of  the 
lowest  was  60 ’4°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  I 
air  temperature  was  7  ’3°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  77, 
complete  saturation  being  represented  by  100.  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  0- 62  in.  i  - 
The  direction  of  the  wind  was  variable.  The  blue  mist  was  observed  daily,  but  it 
was  less  dense  than  in  the  preceding  week.

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Mortality  op  the  several  London  Districts  from  Cholera. 

We  may  now  venture  to  look  back,  and  draw  some  deductions  from  the  facts  as 
they  are  recorded  in  the  Tables  for  the  five  weeks  ending  11th  August,  during 
which  4454  men,  women,  and  children  died  of  cholera  and  diarrhoea. 

The  mortality  in  the  five  weeks  has  been  at  the  rate  of  37  per  1000  living 
annually;  but  in  both  the  South  and  the  West  districts,  covered  by  1,400,000 
people,  the  mortality  has  scarcely  exceeded  the  average  by  1  per  1000.  The  annual 
rate  of  mortality  by  cholera  was  1  in  Kensington  and  Paddington,  0 •  3  in  Chelsea, 
0-4  in  St.  George  Han  over-square,  1  in  Westminster,  0-5  in  St.  Martin-iu-the- 
Fields,  1  •  5  in  St.  James  Westminster.  The  mortality  from  cholera  and  diarrhoea 
was  highest  in  Kensington  (6)  and  lowest  (2)  in  St.  James  Westminster,  the  scene 
formerly  of  the  Broad-street  pump  mortality.  The  west  districts  are  supplied 
chiefly  by  the  Thames  water  companies,  the  New  River  supplying  portions  of 
St.  James  Westminster  and  St.  Martin’s. 

The  mortality  in  the  Southern  Districts  by  cholera,  was  3  in  1000  in  St.  Saviour 
Southwark,  2  in  St.  Olave,  2  in  Bermondsey,  2  in  St.  George  Southwark,  0‘3  in 
Newington,  1  in  Lambeth,  2  in  Wandsworth,  3  in  Camberwell,  3  in  Rotherhithe, 
3  in  Greenwich  where  Mr.  Glashier  has  observed  the  famous  “blue  mist,”  and  0-2 
in  Lewisham.  The  mortality  by  cholera  and  diarrhoea  was  highest  in  St.  Saviour 
Southwark  (8),  and  lowest  in  Lewisham  (1).  These  southern  districts  are  gene¬ 
rally  poor  ;  they  lie  low  ;  and  they  were  decimated  by  cholera  in  the  epidemics  of 
1849  and  1854,  wherever  the  impure  water  of  the  tidal  Thames  was  distributed. 
Their  water  is  now  drawn  above  Teddington  Lock  from  the  Thames. 

The  five  north  districts  fared  nearly  as  the  Central  Districts;  the  mortality  by 
cholera  was  0-5  in  Marylebone,  0 •  4  in  Hampstead,  1  2  in  Pancras,  1 '9  in  Islington, 
and  4-9  in  Hackney  ;  the  mortality  by  cholera  and  diarrhoea  was  lowest  in  Hamp¬ 
stead  (3)  and  highest  in  Hackney  (8).  These  districts  are  chiefly  supplied  by  the 
New  River,  one  of  the  Thames  companies,  and  a  portion  of  Hackney,  it  is  believed, 
from  the  Lea  Bridge  reservoir  of  the  East  London  Company. 

The  dense  Central  Districts  are,  some  of  them,  such  as  St.  Luke’s,  remarkable 
for  poverty,  others,  such  as  the  City  of  London  within  the  walls,  for  their  wealth. 
The  mortality  by  cholera  was  at  the  rate  of  1  per  1000  in  St.  Giles,  2  in  the 
Strand,  0  in  Holborn  (which  appears  to  return  all  its  cases  as  diarrhoea),  1  in 
Clerkenwell,  1  in  St.  Luke,  7  in  East  London,  7  in  West  London,  and  2  in  the  City 
district ;  from  cholera  and  diarrhoea  the  mortality  was  highest  in  the  City  without 
the  walls,  10  ;  and  St.  Giles,  9  ;  lowest  in  the  City  within  the  walls,  3.  The  whole 
of  the  central  districts  are  supplied  by  the  New  River,  which  draws  part  of  its 
supply  from  the  Lea  river  and  part  from  springs.  The  East  London  Company 
enters  the  City  sub-district  in  St.  Botolph,  where  a  few  deaths  from  cholera 
have  been  registered. 

There  are  seven  districts  in  the  east ;  the  mortality  by  cholera  in  the  poor 
district  of  Shoreditch  Avas  at  the  annual  rate  of  4,  by  cholera  and  diarrhoea  8  in 
1000:  five  of  its  sub-districts  arc  supplied  by  the  New  River,  one  partially,  and 
one  wholly  by  the  East  London  probably  from  Lea  Bridge.  In  the  rest  of  the  east 
districts  the  mortality  by  cholera  Avas  at  very  different  rates  ;  it  was  at  the  rate 
of  39  per  1000  in  Betlinal-green,  50  in  Mile-end  Old  Town,  60  in  St.  George-in- 
the-East,  70  in  Whitechapel,  including  deaths  in  the  London  Hospital  from  other 
eastern  districts,  70  in  Poplar  and  Bow,  and  80  in  Stepney.  Bethnal-green  is 
one  of  the  poorest  districts  of  London,  if  we  may  judge  by  the  annual  value  of  the 
[33.]  "  x  x 
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houses  ;  but  the  people  of  Bow  and  Poplar  are  not  conspicuous  for  poverty.  The 
whole  of  these  districts  where  the  mortality  from  cholera  was  from  thirty  to  forty¬ 
fold  higher  than  it  was  either  in  the  west  or  the  central,  in  the  north  or  the 
south  of  London,  were  supplied  with  water  from  the  Old  Ford  reservoirs.  London 
is  divided  into  thirty-seven  districts  ;  six  districts  are  supplied  from  Old  Ford,  and 
every  one  has  been  ravaged  by  the  epidemic ;  the  other  thirty-one  districts  have  for 
six  weeks  in  succession  suffered  slightly.  The  37  districts  are  sub-divided  into 
135  sub-districts  ;  21  are  supplied  with  the  same  water,  and  have  all  suffered  six 
weeks  in  succession;  115  sub-districts  have  suffered  inconsiderably,  except  in 
St.  Botolph  and  a  few  other  districts,  where  tire  same  water  has  crept  in,  and  the 
mortality  is  jrartially  swollen. 

By  the  doctrines  of  chances,  it  is  impossible  that  the  coincidence  betrveen  this 
particular  water  and  the  high  mortality  should  be  fortuitous,  in  135  cases,  during 
six  weeks  in  succession. 

The  induction  extends  over  all  the  area  of  observation  in  previous  epidemics, 
where  sewage  water  has  so  often  led  to  cholera  outbreaks. 

The  persistence  of  the  epidemic  in  the  east  London  districts  is  no  proof  that 
the  supply  of  the  company  is  now  worse  than  that  of  other  companies,  as  its  effects 
on  the  place,  and  on  the  population  only  subside  slowly. 

This  great  lesson  should  be  taken  to  heart  by  every  water  company  and  every 
community  in  the  kingdom.  Unclean  water  cannot  be  consumed  with  impunity;  its 
consumption  is  the  sin  of  which  cholera  is  the  punishment.

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  August  25th  the  births  registered  in 
jOndon  and  Twelve  other  large  Towns  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  4107 ; 
he  deaths  registered  3175.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  27  per  1000  persons 

iving. 

In  London  the  births  of  1050  boys  and  992  girls,  in  all  2012  children,  were 
cgistered  in  the  week.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  ten  years  1856-65  the 
iverage  number,  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  was  1916. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  were  1477.  It  was  the 
kirty-fourth  week  of  the  year  ;  and  the  average  number  of  deaths  for  that  week 
s,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  1304.  The  deaths  in  the  present 
•eturn  exceed  the  estimated  number  by  173. 

The  mortality  from  cholera  and  diarrhoea  is  declining.  265  deaths  from  cholera 
ind  129  from  diarrhoea  were  registered  last  week.  In  the  five  preceding  weeks 
he  deaths  from  cholera  were  346,  904,  1053,  781,  455  ;  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea 
n  the  same  periods  were  221,  349,  354,  264,  194.  Of  the  deaths  registered  last 
iveck  from  cholera  and  diarrhoea,  198  persons  died  from  cholera  and  41  from 
liarrhcea  in  the  East  districts,  3  from  cholera  and  15  from  diarrhoea  in  the  West, 
12  from  cholera  and  21  from  diarrhoea  in  the  North,  13  from  cholera  and  13  from 
liarrhcea  in  the  Central,  39  from  cholera  and  39  from  diarrhoea  in  the  South 
districts. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  young  persons  under  20  years  of  ago  died  from  cholera, 
and  115  from  diarrhoea  ;  at  the  age  of  20  and  upwards,  150  deaths  occurred  from 
cholera  and  14  from  diarrhoea. 

The  annual  rate  of  mortality  last  week  was  25  per  1000  in  London,  23  in 
Edinburgh,  and  20  in  Dublin  ;  18  in  Bristol,  21  in  Birmingham,  54  in  Liverpool, 
29  in  Manchester,  20  in  Salford,  26  in  Sheffield,  34  in  Leeds,  19  in  Hull,  32  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  23  in  Glasgow. 

The  503  deaths  returned  last  week  in  Liverpool  showed  a  dcelino  of  15  upon 
those  of  the  previous  week,,  although  still  200  above  the  corrected  average  number 
in  the  corresponding  week  of  the  ten  years  1856-65.  Of  the  503  deaths  288  were 
the  result  of  diseases  of  the  zymotic  class,  of  which  146  were  referred  to  cholera, 
69  to  diarrhoea,  23  to  scarlatina,  and  16  each  to  typhus  and  whooping-cough. 
During  the  past  eight  weeks  the  deaths  from  cholera  in  this  town  have  been  respec¬ 
tively  4,  19,  45,  87,  101,  126,  157,  and  146.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  in  the 
borough  during  the  34  weeks  of  the  present  year,  which  ended  last  Saturday,  has 
averaged  43  •  4  per  1000,  whereas  in  the  ten  years  1851-60  it  did  not  exceed  30  0. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29*773  in.  The  barometrical  reading  increased  from  29' 55  in.  on 
Monday  to  29 ’94  in.  on  Saturday.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  week 
was  61 ‘2°,  which  is  O' 5°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  50  years  (as 
determined  by  Mr.  Glaislier).  The  highest  day  temperature  was  74-3°  on  Thursday. 
The  lowest  night  temperature  was  45 ‘0°  on  Sunday.  The  entire  range  of 
temperature  in  the  week  was,  therefore,  29 '3°.  The  mean  of  the  highest 
temperatures  of  the  water  of  the  Thames  was  61 '5°;  that  of  the  lowest  was 
[34.]  3  a 
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60  •  6°.  The  difference  between  the  mean  dew-point  temperature  and  air  tempe 
rature  was  4 '2°.  The  mean  degree  of  humidity  of  the  air  was  86,  complete 
saturation  being  represented  by  100.  Rain  fell  to  the  amount  of  O’ 32  in.  The 
blue  mist  was  observed  in  various  degrees  of  density  every  day  except  Thursday. 


The  Registrar  General  has  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  the  London  Water  Companie! 
who  have  furnished  him  with  the  average  daily  supply  of  Water  for  the  month  of  Jclt 
467,696  metric  tons  of  water  were  supplied  daily;  or  1076  litres  to  each  house,  and  152  litres 
(=  33-6  gallons)  to  each  person.  The  Analysis  of  the  Waters  for  August  is  by  Professoi 
Frankland,  F.R.S.,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry.

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•  The  degree  of  hardness  hitherto  employed  by  chemists  is  that  first  proposed  by  Dr.  T.  Clark,  viz.,  one 
grain  of  carbonate  of  lime,  or  its  equivalent  of  hardening  salts,  in  one  Imperial  Gallon  of  Water,  or  one 
part  in  70^)00.  The  degrees  of  hardness  used  in  the  above  Table  are  readily  converted  into  Clark’s  degrees 
by  multiplying  by  7,  and  then  moving  the  decimal  point  one  place  to  the  right.
